Gentlemen  of  the  First  and 

Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council: 
I  have  been  induced  to  convene  you  at  this  time,  from  the  solicitation 
of  a  convention  of  our  fellow-citizens,  who  are  desirous  of  effectually 
C*  preventing  dogs  going  at  large  in  our  City,  during  the  warm  season  of 
v  the  year. 

q    By  reference  to  the  existing  ordinances  upon  that  subject,  you  will 
perceive  that  all  the  power  that  has  been  delegated  to  me,  has  been 

5  exerted ;  and  yet  the  evil  is  not  eradicated. 

J    I  would  therefore  recommend  to  your  consideration,  the  passage  of 
*-  such  an  ordinance,  as  you  in  your  wisdom  may  deem  expedient,  au- 
thorising the  compensating  of  persons  for  enforcing  the  proclamation 
and  destroying  dogs  found  running  at  large  during  the  time  they  are 
prohibited,  and  that  a  sufficient  sum  be  appropriated  to  be  paid  to 
ft-  such  persons  as  may  be  selected  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  ordi- 
j  nances  of  the  city,  and  proclamations,  with  energy  and  decision, 
g  ;  The  Bailiffs  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  the  proclama- 
-  tions  and  ordinances  of  the  city,  but  you  are  aware  that  they  receive 
*  no  compensation  for  that  service;  all  their  pay  arises  for  attendance 
g  upon  the  different  Markets,  &c.  and  is,  in  my  opinion  inadequate 
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to  the  duties  they  are  required  to  perform.  If  the  city  expect  good 
and  efficient  officers,  they  must  compensate  them  liberally. 


A  memorial  from  Fredk.  Shaeffer  and  others,  complaining  of  the 
number  of  dogs  running  at  large,  was  received  from  the  Mayor,  which 
was  read,  and  on  motion  by  Mr.  Hanson,  a  message  was  sent  to  the 
Second  Branch  proposing  to  refer  the  Mayor's  communication  and  me- 
morial torfa  joint  committee,  and  appointing  on  the  part  of  this  branch 
Messrs.  Hanson,  Thomas  and  Williamson — The  Second  Branch  as- 
sented, appointed  Messrs.  Lauienson  and  Reaney,  and  informed  this 
branch  by  message. 

Mr.  Thomas  presented  the  proceedings  of  a  meeting  held  in  the 
Fourth  Ward  relative  to  Dogs  running  at  large;  also  a  communication 
from  Augustus  Stansbury  relative  to  a  case  of  Hydrophobia,  which 
were  severally  read,  and  on  motion  by  Mr.  Thomas,  a  message  was 
sent  to  the  Second  Branch  proposing  to  refer  them  to  the  joint  commit- 
tee already  raised; — the  Second  Branch*  assented,  and  informed  this 
Branch  by  message. 

Mr.  Thomas  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  w^s  read  a  first 
and  by  special  order  the  second  time,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  ta- 
ble. 

RESOLVED,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  First  Branch  of  the 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  agree  to  serve  without  compensation  dur- 
ing the  present  extra  session. 

A  resolution  requiring  certain  information  from  the  Health  Com- 
missioners, was  received  from  the  Second  Branch,  which  was  read  a 
first,  and  by  special  order  the  second  time,  dissented  from,  and  return- 
ed to  the  Second  Branch.

Inasmuch  as  the  Extra  Session  of  the  City  Council  has  been  extend- 
ed beyond  the  day  of  your  being  convened,  I  have  thought  it  advisa- 
ble to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  has  heretofore  been  commu- 
nicated through  your  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  viz:  That  there

I  have  been  induced  to  convene  you  at  this  time  in  consequence 
of  the  appropriation  made  at  the  last  annual  session,  for  lighting  and 
watching  the  city,  being  found  insufficient  to  pay  the  necessary  and 
indispensable  disbursements  for  that  department  of  the  city  police. 

I  also  find  that  the  accounts  for  lighting  and  watching  the  city,  have 
been  closed  on  the  last  day  of  November,  in  each  and  every  year.  I 
would,  thirefore,  respectfully  suggest  the  expediency  of  making 
a  sufficient  appropriation  for  the  remainder  of  this  year,  and  here- 
after have  the  accounts  closed  on  the  last  day  of  December  annually, 
for  that  department,  as  is  now  done  for  the  general  expenditures  of  the 
city. 

I  would  likewise  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  that  we  have  had 
one  more  election  in  the  city  this  year,  than  usual,  (viz.  an  election 
of  the  Senate  of  Maryland;)  the  payment  of  the  expense  of  said  elec- 
tion, requires  a  small  additional  appropriation.

MAYOR'S  OFFICE, 
Baltimore,  January  2nd,  1832 

Gentlemen  of  the  First  and 

Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council: 

An  all-wise  Providence  has  afforded  you  another 
opportunity  to  assemble  together  in  annual  session,  to  take  into  consid- 
eration the  general  welfare  of  our  city.  It  theiefore  becomes  my  du- 
ty, in  conformity  with  the  charter  of  the  city,  to  direct  your  attention 
to  such  subjects  as  may  suggest  themselves  to  my  mind  requiring  your 
attention. 

The  health  of  the  city  has  been  unusually  good  throughout  the  pre- 
ceding year  Notwithstanding  the  general  vaccination  that  was  or- 
dered at  the  annual  session,  there  have  been  a  number  of  cases  of  small 
pox,  owing  to  the  continual  influx  of  strangers  to  our  city,  and  the  re- 
fusal on  the  part  of  many  individuals  to  become  vaccinated,  when  re- 
quested by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Physicians.  The  Board  has  been 
actively  and  constantly  engaged  in  endeavouring  to  eradicate  the  dis- 
ease; they  have  not,  however,  been  able  to  effect  it  entirely.  I  would 
therefore  recommend  that  there  should  be  an  immediate  vaccination 
throughout  the  city,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health;  and 
if  means  can  be  devised  to  induce  every  person  not  heretofore  vacci- 
nated, or  inoculated,  to  permit  the  physician  to  vaccinate  them,  it  would 
be  advisable  to  enforce  ««ch  a  salutary  preventive.  Every  physician 
within  the  city  should  also  be  required,  under  a  penalty,  to  communi- 
cate to  the  Board  of  Health,  within  a  limited  period,  every  case  oi" 
Small  Pox  that  comes  under  his  immediate  knowledge,  so  that  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinances,  providing  for  such  cases,  may  be  made 
to  have  their  salutary  influence. 

In  accordance  with  resolution  No.  6,  approved  January  24th,  1831, 
I  have  effected  an  arrangement  with  Cumberland  Dugan,  Esq.  for  the 
repairs  of  Dugan's  wharf;  while  the  work  was  progressing,  and  after 
all  the  contracts  were  made  for  the  repairs,  I  received  the  decision  of 
the  Chancellor  of  Maryland  relative  to  said  wharf,  which  is  herewith 
submitted.  It  appears  to  me,  that  if  the  city  be  prohibited  from  col- 
lecting as  much  wharfage  as  will  keep  it  in  repair,  the  whole  must  go 
to  ruin.  The  state  of  Maryland,  as  well  as  the  city  of  Baltimore,  is 
interested  in  the  preservation  of  that  dock,  for  it  is  in  possession  of 
from  five  to  six  hundred  feet,  fronting  on  Dugan's  wharf.  I  would 
therefore  recommend  making  application  to  the  legislature  of  Mary- 
land, for  the  grant  of  an  authority  to  collect  wharfage  upon  the  public 
Streets,  fronting  or  binding  on  the  water. 

The  Register  of  the  City  will  hand  you  his  summary  for  the  past 
year,  by  which  you  will  perceive,  that  although  the  collections  have 
been  proportionably  better  than  they  were  the  preceding  year,  yet 
the  amount  has  been  less,  owing  to  the  direct  Tax  having  been  reduc- 
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<•(!  to  I  3-8,  instead  of  3  per  cent,  as  it  was  in  1 830.  I  am  well  aware 
that  the  cause  of  the  reduction  was  the  passage  of  a  law  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature  of  Maryland,  restricting  the  Mayor  and  Ci- 
ty Council  to  an  amount  less  than  their  ordinary  expenses,  without  ma- 
king any  provision  lor  the  magniheent  Public  Works  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore is  patronising.  I  would  therefore  recommend  soliciting  the  re- 
peal of  that  part  of  the  law  alluded  to,  believing  that  the  city  authorities 
oi  Baltimore  will  never  increase  the  tax  so  as  to  render  it  oppressive 
to  their  fellow  citizens. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Executive  of  Maryland  t© 
extend  the  limits  of  direct  taxation  within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  have 
performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  have  returned  to  the  Register 
of  the  city  a  plot  upon  which  is  designated  the  extended  limits  as  de- 
termined by  them  ;  some  provision  will  be  necessary  by  the  Council, 
to  enable  the  collector  to  extend  his  authority  to  collect  the  direct  tax 
to  the  property  included  within  the  limits  as  extended,  and  beyond  the 
line  of  direct  taxation  as  heretofore  designated. 

Herewith  is  transmitted  the  Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company.  They  have  made  extraordinary 
exertions  in  extending  their  Road  the  past  season ;  on  the  first  day 
of  December  last,  the  road  was  opened  to  tbe  city  of  Frederick,  a 
distance  of  sixty  miles,  on  which  occasion,  such  members  of  the  City 
C  ouncil  as  could  make  it  convenient,  and  myself,  availed  ourselves 
of  the  polite  invitation  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Frederick, 
to  partake  of  a  public  dinner  on  that  day,  in  the  city  of  Frederick. — 
The  cordial  and  polite  manner  in  which  we  were  received  by  the  May- 
or and  City  Council  and  citizens  of  Frederick,  was  extremely  gratify- 
ing to  us,  and  complimentary  to  our  city. —  I  hope  we  will  have  an 
opportunity  at  no  very  distant  day,  to  reciprocate  their  politeness. 
The  President  and  Directors  of  this  Company  have,  by  permission 
granted  at  your  Annual  Session,  extended  a  line  of  Rail  Road  down 
Pratt  street,  as  far  as  Cheapside  street,  but  were  prevented  from  pro- 
gressing further  this  season,  in  consequence  of  the  severity  of  the 
weather. — They  have  made  contracts  and  preparations  for  carrying 
the  road  as  far  as  Market  Space  this  winter. — To  the  extent  they 
have  already  constructed  the  road,  there  appears  to  be  no  obstruction 
caused  by  the  rails  in  the  ordinary  business  of  the  street,  but  on  the 
contrary,  there  are  many  who  desire  to  have  the  Rail  Road  laid  in 
streets  for  which  the  Council  have  not  given  permission. — To  provide 
for  such  cases  in  future,  I  would  recommend  the  passage  of  an  Ordi- 
nance giving  authority  to  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  to  lay  down  a  single  track,  in  any  of 
the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  city,  under  certain  conditions  and  re- 
strictions, and  thereby  obviate  the  necessity  of  applying  in  each  par- 
ticular case  for  such  permission.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  permit 
the  Company  to  construct  of  wood  instead  of  stone,  that  part  of  the 
road  heretofore  authorised,  which  lies  between  Stiles  street,  on  Presi- 
dent, street,  and  [Up  city  property  inclusive,  in  consequence  of  the 
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ground  having  been  recently  made,  and  not  sufficiently  settled  to  re- 
ceive stone  rails,  as  required  by  the  Ordinance  authorising  them  to  ex- 
tend the  road  through  the  city. — An  appropriation  will  also  be  re- 
quired, to  enable  the  City  Commissioners  to  have  President  street  till- 
ed up,  sufficiently  high  to  receive  the  rails,  and  also  part  of  Wilkes 
street,  so  as  to  facilitate  the  travelling  across  President  street,  when 
the  rails  are  laid  on  it,  as  required  by  Ordinance. 

Herewith  you  will  receive  the  fourth  annual  report  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Susquehanna  Rail  road  Company,  by  which  you  will  perceive 
that  they  are  progressing  with  their  enterprise.  Seven  miles  oi  the 
road  have  been  in  operation  for  a  considerable  time  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  and  merchandise.  The  President  and  Directors 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  given  by  ordinance  to  call  on 
the  city  for  the  whole  of  the  subscription  heretofore  made  by  the  city 
to  their  company,  having  previously  however  complied  with  all  the 
prerequisites  of  the  ordinance.  1  have  therefore  paid  over  to  them,  he 
whole  subscription  of  the  city,  to  the  amount  of  Sixty  Thousan4  Dol- 
lars, in  advance,  they  paying  the  interest  upon  the  amount  advanced, 
until  the  city  shall  be  required  in  common  with  other  stockholders  to 
pay  the  same  by  instalments,  as  contemplated  by  ordinance. 

The  experience  that  we  have  obtained  in  laying  the  stone  rails 
through  our  streets,  must  satisfy  every  mind,  that  a  comparatively  small 
appropriation,  would  have  enabled  the  City  Commissioners  to  reset  the 
kirb-stones,  and  repave  those  parts  of  the  streets  which  were  left  by 
the  Rail-road  company  untouched,  but  requiring  repaying.  I  would 
therefore  recommend  an  annual  appropriation  for  such  cases,  sufficient 
to  enable  the  City  Commissioners  to  make  a  thorough  repair  of  such 
streets  as  the  Rail-roads  may  be  carried  through  hereafter. 

The  dilapidated  state  of  the  Draw-bridge  cc  meeting  the  City  Block 
with  Fell's  Point,  will  require  a  large  expenditure  to  repair  it  tho- 
roughly; I  would  therefore  recommend  taking  it  away  altogether,  and 
substituting  in  lieu  thereof,  a  Pivot  Bridge,  at  the  mouth  of  Jones' 
Falls,  either  at  Alice-Anna  street,  or  Lancaster  street;  if  at  the  latter, 
then  it  will  be  proper  to  increase  the  width  of  that  street,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  the  whole  front  of  the  public  property;  so  as  to  render  it  nine- 
ty or  one  hundred  feet  wide.  I  would  also  recommend  the  closing  up 
entirely  of  the  docks  originally  contemplated  through  the  city  proper- 
ty, and  conveying  the  water  that  now  passes  down  Canal  street,  by 
means  of  a  tunnel,  into  the  City  dock;  and  further,  I  would  advise  the 
filling  up  of  the  City  Dock  to  the  eastward  of  Canal  street.  To  avoid 
t  e  possibility  of  any  contest,  about  the  ownership  of  water  rig!  ts, 
bin  iin  .  on  said  dock,  and  contiguous  thereto,  I  would  recommend  so- 
liciting the  legislature  to  pass  a  law  providing  against  any  contingency 
of  the  kind  that  might  occur.  It  would  be  well  to  purchase  for  the 
use  of  the -city,  the  sunken  lots,  so  as  to  entirely  remove  the  pro"  bi- 
lity  of  any  disease  arising  from  the  situation  of  the  property  heretofore 
denominated  the  uCove." 
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At  (he  close  of  your  last  annual  session,  I  took  the  liberty  df  calling 
your  attention  to  the  situation  of  Water  street,  near  Jones'  Falls;  the 
obstructions  are  still  remaining  in  the  street,  and  the  owners  of  prop- 
eny  upon  the  street,  east  and  west,  have  paid  the  full  amount  of  dam- 
ages required  of  them.  If  the  city  authorities  do  not  make  an  exer- 
tion to  complete  what  has  been  commenced,  I  cannot  conceive  how  it 
is  ever  to  be  accomplished.  I  would  therefore  recommend  attempt- 
ing to  bring  about  a  compromise  with  the  persons  concerned,  and  at 
whose  instance  the  impediments  are  permitted  to  remain,  in  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  deemed  most  advisable 

The  Mud  Machines  have  been  actively  and  advantageously  em- 
ployed during  the  past  year.  The  navigation  of  the  harbour  has  been 
considerably  improved,  and  in  many  parts  the  width  of  the  chani.el 
ha  .  been  increased.  One  of  the  machines  has  been  employed  in  deep- 
ening  the  navigation  at  the  south  end  of  Washington  street,  Fell's 
Point ;  and  much  yet  remains  to  be  done  in  that  vicinity  to  obtain  the 
original  depth  of  water  : — If  it  were  practicable  to  procure  a  place  of 
deposit  for  the  sediment  in  that  neighbourhood,  instead  of  scowing  it 
round  to  the  "  Cove,"  as  at  present,  considerable  expense  would  be 
saved  by  the  city. 

In  accordance  with  Resolution  No.  62,  approved  April  21st,  1831, 
the  presidents  of  the  City  Council  and  myself  made  an  amicable  ar- 
rangement with  Gen.  Wm.  McDonald,  by  vhich  he,  his  heirs  or  as- 
signs, are  permitted  upon  certain  conditions,  to  occupy  the  south  end 
of  South  street  wharf,  for  ten  years  from  the  first  instant,  as  by  refer- 
ence to  the  contract  will  more  fully  appear.  The  extension  of  the 
wharf,  and  the  workmanship  of  the  walling,  and  pavement,  seem  to  be 
well,  and  permanently  finished. 

The  enterprise  in  which  many  of  our  citizens  are  engaged,  in  regard 
to  keeping  our  navigation  open  during  the  severest  winter,  by  means 
of  a  Steam  Tow  Boat,  merits;  and  I  am  sure  it  will  meet  every  encou- 
ragement  from  your  hands ;  there  would,  in  such  an  event,  seem  to  be 
nothing  wanting  to  give  us,  even  in  the  severest  weather  of  winter,  all 
the  advantages  contemplated  by  our  Rail  Roads ;  and  in  this  particu- 
lar, even  more  than  was  originally  contemplated  in  behalf  of  the  city 
If  required,  you  surely  will  patronise  the  undertaking,  as  it  will  be  a 
public  benefit  to  our  city,  to  keep  the  navigation  open  to  the  sea 
throughout  the  year. 

The  authority  for  renting  the  city  Fish  Houses  expires  on  the  1st 
of  May  next — I  would  suggest  the  expediency  of  renting  them  for  a 
longer  period  than  one  year,  if  sufficient  inducement  were  offered. — 
The  wharf  attached  to  that  property  requires  considerable  repairs. 

Considerable  difficulty  has  arisen,  and  expense  incurred  at  the  Pub 
lie  Spring,  corner  of  Charles  and  Camden  streets^  on  account  of  the 
pipe  that  carries  off  the  waste  water  becoming  so  obstructed  as  to 
prevent  thp  water  passing  from  the  spring — I  would  suggest;  the  expe- 
diency of  authorising  the  Water  Company  to  make  such  fixtures,  as 
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will  enable  the  City  Commissioners  to  clear  out  any  future  obstruc- 
tions in  the  pipe,  by  turning  a  head  of  water  on  it,  whenever  it  may 
in  future  occur. 

The  Springs  at  the  intersection  of  Washington  and  Gough  streets, 
have  been  collected,  and  secured,  as  required  by  Resolution  No.  55, 
approved  April  8th,  1831  The  pipe  had  been  laid  as  far  as  Market 
itreet,  when  the  Commissioners  found  that  the  appropriation  would 
not  enable  them  to  incur  any  further  expenditure.  It  will  be  necessa- 
ry to  make  an  additional  appropriation,  so  as  to  complete  the  work, 
as  originally  contemplated  by  the  Council. 

The  Ordinances  for  the  erection  of  Gas  Lamps  has  been  but  par- 
tially executed,  about  one  half  of  the  number  authorised,  have  been 
erected;  and  we  suspended  the  completion  of  the  whole  number  re- 
quired by  Ordinance,  in  consequence  of  the  inability  of  the  Gas  Com- 
pany to  furnish  a  sufficiency  of  Gas  until  their  lower  Gasometer  wat 
completed,  which  will  probably  he  the  case  in  a  few  weeks  ;  then  the 
erection  will  be  resumed,  as  contemplated  by  Ordinances. 

The  vigilance  of  our  Fire  Companies  continue  unabated,  and  their 
usefulness  must  be  acknowledged  by  all,  yet  there  are  some  irregular- 
ities among  them,  which  should  be  corrected. — I  allude  particularly  to 
the  practice  of  running  part  of  their  apparatus  on  the  foot  pavements, 
to  the  great  annoyance  of  the  passengers  on  the  streets,  and  to  the  inju- 
ry of  private  property,  by  breaking  and  mutilating  it. — They  should 
be  prohibited  from  running  their  apparatus  on  the  foot  pavements  un- 
der severe  penalties. 

The  old  Alms  House  property  was  rented  as  authorised  by  you, 
until  the  1st  November  last,  when  the  authority  ceased  ;  I  would  sug- 
gest the  propriety  of  authorising  the  renting  that  property  from  time 
to  time,  as  may  best  promote  the  interests  of  the  city. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  practice  of  selling  and 
shooting  Crackers  within  the  limits  of  our  city. — I  am  satisfied  myself 
that  the  only  preventive  will  be  to  prohibit  their  sale  within  our  ci- 
ty, under  heavy  penalties. — Those  who  shoot  them  off,  are  frequently 
too  young  to  be  aware  of  their  pernicious  consequences;  or  regardless 
of  the  evil  resulting  from  its  indulgence. 

I  would  suggest  for  your  consideration  the  expediency  of  building 
an  Armory  on  the  lot  of  ground  owned  by  the  city,  on  part  of  which 
the  Belvidere  street  Watch  House  is  erected;  the  construction  of  an  Ar- 
mory so  contiguous  to  our  City  Police,  would  always  render  i;  secure. 
The  Western  Watch  house  is  now  located  in  a  rented  bouse;  I  would  ad- 
vise the  purchase  of  a  suitable  lot  of  ground,  and  the  building  of  an 
Armory  over  the  Watch  House  for  that  district.  You  have  authorised 
the  Mayor  to  increase  the  number  of  Watchmen,  whenever  it  may  be 
found  necessary,  but  you  have  made  no  provision  for  an  increased 
number  of  Officers. — I  would  respectf.  Ry  call  your  attention  to  that 
subject;  as  the  limits  of  Direct  Taxation  have  been  increased,  it  is  prob- 
able you  may  also  require  the  number  of  Watchmen  enlarged,  in  which 
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case  1  am  of  opinion  that  the  number  of  Lieutenants  should  be  also  in- 
creased to  four,  requiring  two  to  be  on  duty  every  night.  The 
Watch  House  in  the  Eastern  District  is  owned  by  the  city,  and  has  an 
Armory  over  it,  and  my  suggestion  is,  to  make  the  other  two  Watch 
Houses,  similar  in  this  respect,  to  the  Eastern. 

The  Trustees  for  the  Poor  of  Baltimore  City  and  County  have 
presented  their  Annual  Report,  which  is  herewith  submitted.  The 
continued  improvement  in  that  establishment  is  highly  creditable  to  the 
gentlemen  who  have  the  management  of  its  concerns,  and  the  excellent 
discipline  that  they  have  introduced,  has  tended  greatly  to  the  decrease 
of  expense.  Their  report  will  be  examined  by  you  with  increased 
interest. 

The  City  Commissioners,  Port  Wardens,  Commissioners  of  Health, 
Consulting  Physician,  and  Health  Officer,  have  severally  presented 
their  Annual  Reports  ;  they  are  herewith  submitted  for  your  consid- 
eration. I  will  however  take  occasion  to  observe,  that  their  respec- 
tive duties  have  been  performed  with  vigilance  and  alacrity,  to  my 
entire  satisfaction,  and  highly  beneficial  to  the  great  interests  of  the 
City. 

The  following  statement  taken  from  the  books  of  the  Register  of 
the  City,  will  serve  to  shew  the  amount  of  the  city  stock  debt,  at  the 
close  of  the  year  1831,  viz:

The  Register  of  the  City  is  preparing*,  and  will  lay  his  accounts 
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for  the  year  1831,  before  you,  in  the  course  of  a  day  or  two.  They 
would  have  been  prepared  to  accompany  this,  but  for  the  accumula- 
tion of  work  in  his  office  at  this  time,  by  the  renewal  of  the  Five 
per  cent.  Stock,  and  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  upon 
the  old  stock,  neither  of  which  will  admit  of  delay.  You  will 
find  by  the  accounts,  that  there  is  a  balance  remaining  in  the  hands  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  one  thousand  twenty-two  dollars  and 
fourteen  cents,  and  a  balance  of  six  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty- 
one  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents  in  the  city  treasury. 


On  motion  by  Mr.  Young  50  copies  of  the  Mayor's  communication 
and  accompanying  documents  were  ordered  to  be  printed. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Hubbard  a  message  was  sent  to  the  Second  Branch 
proposing  to  refer  the  Mayor's  communication  to  a  Joint  Committee, 
with  a  view  of  distributing  the  several  subjects  contained  therein  be- 
tween the  two  Branches,  and  appointing  on  the  part  of  this  Bra nch 
Messrs.  Hubbard,  Young  and  Jenkins;  the  Second  Branch  appointed 
Messrs.  Lucas  and  StoufFer  and  informed  this  Branch  by  message. 

A  communication  from  Charles  F.  Mayer,  Esq.,  Senator  in  the  Ge- 
neral Assembly  of  Maryland,  relative  to  the  House  of  Refuge,  was  re- 
ceived from  the  Mayor,  which  was  read,  and  on  motion  by  Mr.  Jen- 
kins, a  message  was  sent  to  the  Second  Branch,  proposing  to  refer  it  to 
a  Joint  Committee,  and  appointing  on  the  part  of  this  Branch,  Messrs. 
Jenkins,  Hanson  and  Young ;  the  Second  Branch  appointed  Messrs. 
Lucas  and  Reany,  and  informed  this  Branch  by  message. 

A  resolution  fixing  the  hour  for  the  meeting  of  the  City  Council  at 
3  o'clock,  was  received  from  the  Second  Branch,  and  read  a  first,  and 
by  special  order  the  second  time.  Mr.  Young  moved  to  strike  out  3, 
and  insert  half  past  3,  which  was  concurred  in — the  resolution  was 
concurred  in  with  the  proposed  amendment,  so  endorsed,  and  returned 
to  the  Second  Branch. 

Mr.  Ridgely,  from  the  committee,  delivered  the  following  report 
and  resolution,  which  was  read  a  first  time  and  laid  on  the  table.

So  much  as  relates  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio,  and  the  Baltimore 
and  Susquehanna  Rail  Roads,  to  a  standing  joint  committee  on  Kail 
I  loads. 

So  much  as  relates  to  Vaccination  and  the  health  of  the  city,  to  a 
standing  joint  committee  on  Health.

So  much  as  relates  to  the  accounts  of  the  Register,  to  a  select  joint 
committee. 

So  much  as  relates  to  the  accounts  of  the  City  Commissioners  and 
Port  Wardens,  to  a  select  joint  committee. 

So  much  as  relates  to  the  accounts  of  the  Commissioners  of  Health 
to  a  select  joint  committee. 

So  much  as  relates  to  Fire  Companies,  and

STANDING  RULES 
For  conducting  business  in  the  First  Branch  of  the  City  Council  oj 
the  City  of  Baltimore. 
1.  The  hour  of  meeting  of  the  First  Branch  of  the  City  Council, 
shall  be  at  half  past  three  o'clock,  P.  M.  at  which  time  the  President 
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shall  take  the  chair,  and  all  the  members  their  seats.  They  shall  re- 
main uncovered  during  the  sitting  of  the  Branch — Absent  members 
shall  be  sent  for,  if  required  by  a  majority  of  those  present. 

2.  A  quorum  being  present,  the  roll  shall  be  called  in  the  numerical 
order  of  the  wards,  except  that  the  President  shall  on  this,  and  all 
other  occasions,  be  first  called.  The  journal  of  the  preceding  day 
shall  then  be  read  over. 

3.  The  President  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order ;  he  shall  pro- 
nounce the  decision  of  the  Branch  on  all  subjects ;  and  he  shall  decide 
questions  of  order  without  debate,  unless,  entertaining  doubts  on  the 
point,  he  calls  for  the  sense  of  the  Branch;  he  may  speak  on  points  of 
order  only,  rising  from  his  seat.  He  may  also  on  any  other  occasion 
call  any  member  to  the  chair,  and  while  on  the  floor  he  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  entering  into  the  debate  on  any  question  before  the  Branch; 
such  substitution  however  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 
An  appeal  may  be  made  from  the  decision  of  the  President  by  any 
two  members,  on  which  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  with- 
out leave  of  the  Branch. 

4.  Any  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak  in  any  de- 
bate, shall  rise  in  his  place,  and  respectfully  address  the  President, 
and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  per- 
sonality. If  two  or  more  members  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time, 
the  President  shall  deeidewho  shall  speak  first. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Branch,  nor  more  than  once,  until  every  member 
choosing  shall  have  spoken :  and  no  member  while  speaking,  shall 
u3 me  another  by  his  proper  name,  but  shall  use  some  other  designa- 
tion. 

6.  If  any  member,  while  speaking,  is  called  to  order  by  the  Presi- 
dent, or  any  other  member,  he  shall  cease  speaking  and  take  his  seat, 
until  it  is  determined  whether  he  is  in  order  or  not;  and  the  objection- 
able words  shall,  if  required,  be  reduced  to  writing. 

7.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  on  or  be  opened  for  discussion  or  de- 
cision, until  the  same  has  been  seconded;  and  it  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing,  if  desired  by  the  President,  or  any  member. 

8.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Branch,  no  motion  shall  be  receiv- 
ed, but  to  adjourn,  to  lie  on  the  table — for  the  previous  question,  to 
postpone  indefinitely — to  postpone  to  a  certain  day — to  commit  or  a- 
mend, — which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  or- 
der they  here  stand  arranged. 

0.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  in  order,  and  shall  be  de- 
cided without  debate.    When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely, 
same  shall  not  be  acted  upon  again,  or  reconsidered  during  the  ses- 
sion. 

10.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form — "  Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put  r  and,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  a- 
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mendments  to  the  main  question,  and  all  further  debate ;  it  shall  only 
be  admitted,  when  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

11.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a' question,  when  the 
sense  will  admit  of  it. 

12.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  and  different  sums,  numbers  or 
times,  shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  first  be  taken  on  the  high- 
est sum  or  number,  and  on  the  longest  or  latest  time. 

13.  When  the  reading  of  any  paper  or  other  matter  is  called  for, 
and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by 
a  vote  of  the  Branch. 

14.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  on  all  questions,  unless  ex- 
cused by  the  Branch ;  and  all  questions  shall  be  decided  by  the  major- 
ity of  votes  present,  except  rn  the  cases  herein  otherwise  provided, 
and  in  the  case  of  a  bill  or  resolution  returned  by  the  Mayor  disap- 
proved of,  which  is  provided  for  by  the  Act  of  Incorporation. 

15.  The  name  of  every  member  making  amotion  for  leave  to  bring 
in  a  bill,  to  amend  a  bill  or  resolution;  when  the  yeas  and  nays  are 
called  for,  presenting  a  petition,  or  proposing  a  resolution,  shall  be  en- 
tered on  the  journal. 

16.  All  reports,  memorials,  petitions,  or  other  papers,  shall  he  pre- 
sented hy  the  President  or  some  other  member,  and  a  brief  state  mem 
of  the  contents  thereof  shall  be  inserted  in  the  journal;  but  all  reports 
of  Committees,  and  all  amendments  made  to  bills  from  the  Second 
Branch,  shall  be  inserted  at  length,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Branch. 

17.  Every  question  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal ;  but  no. resolu- 
tion sent  from  the  Second  Branch  shall  be  inserted  at  length,  unless 
the  yeas  and  nays  are  called  on  its  second  reading,  or  on  some  amend- 
ment proposed  thereto.  All  resolutions  and  reports  of  committees 
shall  be  inserted  in  the  proceedings  of  the  day  on  which  they  are  pre- 
sented. 

18.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  received,  unless  made 
by  a  member  and  seconded  by  another,  who  voted  in  the  majority  on 
the  question  in  the  first  instance,  within  the  three  next  days  of  actual 
session  of  the  Branch  thereafter ;  but  in  no  event  shall  any  question  on 
the  subject  which  has  been  indefinitely  postponed,  be  reconsidered. 

19.  Every  bill  or  resolution,  before  being  put  upon  its  passage, 
whether  originating  in  the  Frst  Branch  or  sent  from  the  Second,  shall 
receive  two  readings  on  two  several  days,  unless  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present  shall,  by  a  special  order,  direct  otherwise. 

20.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  oth- 
erwise determined  by  the  Branch  on  motion ;  in  which  case  they  may 
be  appointed  by  ballot  or  viva  voce. 

21.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  Branch  shall  be  rescinded  or 
changed,  without  the  assent  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present, 
and  after  one  day's  notice  being  given  on  the  motion  therefor;  but  a 
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Standing  rule  or  order  may  be  suspended  upon  the  assent  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present. 

22.  Any  member  may,  on  asking  and  obtaining  the  leave  of  the 
Branch,  introduce  a  bill  which  shall  be  read  and  either  referred  to  a 
standing  or  select  committee,  read  a  second  time  by  special  order,  or 
laid  on  the  table,  as  the  Branch  may  determine. 

23.  No  report  shall  be  amended,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  com- 
mittee who  made  it. 

24.  Before  putting  the  question,  the  President  shall  ask — "  Is  the 
Branch  ready  for  the  question?"  If  no  member  rise  to  speak,  and  a 
majority  of  the  Branch  are  ready  for  the  question,  the  President  shall 
rise  and  put  it;  and  after  he  shall  have  risen  to  put  the  question,  no 
member  shall  speak  upon  it. 

25.  If  a  question  depending  be  lost  by  adjournment  of  the  Branch, 
and  revived  on  the  succeeding  day,  no  member,  who  shallhave  spoken 
upon  it  twice  on  the  preceding  day,  shall  be  permitted  again  to  speak 
on  it  without  leave. 

26.  No  member  shall  not  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which 
he  is  immediately  and  particularly  inteiested  :  or  in  any  case  where  he 
was  not  presentwhen  the  question  was  propounded,without  leave  of  the 
Branch. 

27.  All.  reports  of  Committees  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  ordinance 
or  resolution;  the  question  shall  not  be  taken  upon  concurrence  in  the 
report ;  but  the  ordinance  or  resolution  shall  be  put  upon  its  passage 
as  heretofore  prescribed. 

28.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  lay  upon  the  table,  the  question 
shall  be  taken  without  debate.  ■ 

29.  Whilst  the  President  is  propounding  any  question,  or  address- 
ing the  Branch,  none  shall  walk  out  of,  or  across  the  room ;  nor  in  such 
case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  private  discourse, 
nor  whilst  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

30.  All  bills  reported  by  Committees,  shall  be  printed,  and  on  the 
margin  of  the  printed  bills  shall  be  stated  the  time  reported  and  by 
what  committee. 

31.  All  cases  of  order,  not  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  governed, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Branch,  by  the  best  usages  in  like  cases,  par- 
ticularly such  as  prevail  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Additional  Joint  Rules  for  the  Government  of  the  hco  Branches  of  the 

City  Council. 

1.  Either  Branch  may  refer  a  memorial  or  bill  to  a  joint  committee, 
or  instruct  such  committee  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  a  mea 
sure. 

2.  A  joint  committee  may  report  to  either  Branch. 

3.  All  messages  between  the  Branches  shall  be  delivered  by  the 
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Clerks,  and  not  by  the  members.    And  all  messages  from  the  Mayor 
shall  be  announced  in  the  same  manner  as  messages  between  the  two- 
Branches. 

A  communication  from  John  Scott,  esq.  was  received  from  the 
Mayor,  which  was«read,  and  on  motion  by  Mr.  Hanson,  50  copies  or- 
dered to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Young  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read  a  first, 
and  by  special  order  the  second  £ime,  concurred  in,  and  sent  to  the 
Second  Branch.  The  Second  Branch  returned  the  same,  endorsed 
"concurred  in."

Mayer,  Esquire,  respecting  a  memorial  sent  to  the  Legislature  of  the 
State,  by  the  House  of  Refuge,  "praying  the  appropriation  to  that  in- 
stitution of  the  fund  and  property  originally  destined  for  the  House  of 
Industry," — Respectfully  report,  in  part — 

That  inasmuch  as  they  have  no  copy  of  the  memorial  referred  to, 
and  are  ignorant  of  its  contents,  and  consequently  unapprised  of  the 
grounds  assumed  and  the  reasons  assigned  by  the  memorialists  to  the 
Legislature  why  their  prayer  should  be  granted,  they  cannot  under- 
take in  the  absence  of  such  important  and  necessary  information  to  give 
a  full  exposition  of  the  duty  and  policy  of  the  corporation,  or  recommend 
such  a  course  as  in  their  opinion  would  be  best  calculated  to  protect 
the  rights  or  promote  the  interests  of  our  fellow-citizens. 

Your  Committee  have  therefore  instructed  their  Chairman  to  pro- 
cure from  Annapolis  copies  of  the  memorial  and  documents  •  and  to  re- 
quest of  the  Committee  in  the  Senate,  that  the}'  would  suspend  any 
further  action  on  the  subject,  until  a  resonable  time  should  have  been 
allowed  to  the  citizens  of  Baltimore  through  (heir  Council,  to  extlm- 
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ine  the  mcmorial,and  if  necessary  correct  its  statement,rebut  its  argu- 
ment and  oppose  its  prayer. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Branch  met  pursuant  to  adjournment — present,  John  B.  Mor- 
ris, Esq.  President,  aud  all  the  members  except  Mr.  Munroe. 

Mr.  Jones  presented  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Mechanical  Fire  Co. 
'which  was  read  and  referred. 

Mr.  Ridgely  offered  a  message  to  be  sent  to  the  Second  Branch,

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motion  by  Mr.  Ridgely,  sent  to  the  Second  Branch,  with  a  message 
proposing  to  refer  it  to  the  committee  on  Health.  The  Second  Branch 
concurred,  and  informed  this  branch  by  message.

Additional  Rule  for  the  First  Branch. 

32.  Every  member,  before  he  presents  a  petition,  shall  endorse  his 
name  upon  the  petition,  as  also  the  substance  of  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tion. 

The  additional  joint  rules  for  the  government  of  the  two  branches 
were  read  a  second  time.  Mr.  Young  moved  to  strike  out  the  words 
"Shall  be  sent  by  a  member,  and1'  in  the  first  old  rule  relative  to  the 
bearing  of  messages  between  the  two  branches,  which  was  assented 
to,  and  the  rules  as  amended  were  concurred  in  and  sent  to  the  Se- 
cond Branch,  with  a  message,  requesting  their  concurrence.  The  Se- 
cond Branch  concurred,  and  informed  this  branch  by  message. 

Joint  Rules  for  the  government  of  the  First  and  Second  Branches 
of  the  City  Council. 

1.  All  messages  between  the  two  Branches  of  the  City  Council 
shall  be  in  writing,  except  those  announcing  adjournments,  which  may 
be  verbal,  and  except  in  case  where  a  convention  is  to  be  formed  by 
the  members  of  both  branches.

2.  When  a  message  is  sent  from  one  branch  to  the  other,  it  shall  be 
verbally  announced  by  the  doorkeeper,  and  shall  be  received  by  the 
president  of  the  branch  to  which  it  is  sent,  rising  from  his  seat,  and 
dining  the  time  all  other  proceedings  shall  be  suspended. 

3.  When  a  convention  is  to  be  formed,  a  verbal  message  shall  be  sent 
from  the  First  Branch  to  the  Second,  by  two  members,  inviting  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Second  Branch  to  meet  those  of  the  First  in  their  cham- 
ber. 

4.  When  assembled  in  convention,  the  President  of  the  Second 
Branch  shall  preside,  and  shall  occupy  the  chair  of  the  president  of  the 
First  Branch,  and  the  clerk  of  each  branch  shall  attend  and  enter  the 
proceedings  in  their  respective  journals. 

5.  In  all  joint  committees,  or  committees  of  conference,  the  member 
first  named  in  the  branch  in  which  the  motion  for  appointing  such  com- 
mittees has  originated,  shall  be  the  chairman,  and  shall  have  authori- 
ty to  convene  the  same. 

6.  No  report  of  a  joint  committee,  shall  in  any  case  be  actually  a- 
mended,  by  striking  out  or  inserting  words  by  either  of  the  branches,  but 
if  objectionable,  the  report  may  be  recommitted  by  the  branch  to  which 
the  report  is  first  made. 

7.  Reports  of  joint  committees  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  ordinance 
or  resolution — the  question  shall  not  be  taken  upon  concurring  in  the 
report,  but  the  ordinance  or  resolution  shall  be  put  upon  its  passage, 
which  may  be  concurred  in,  amended,  or  rejected  by  either  branch. 

8.  All  bills  and  resolutions,  after  passing  the  two  branches,  shall  be 
examined  and  endorsed  by  the  Committee  of  Enrolment,  and  before 
they  are  presented  to  the  Mayor,  shall  be  signed,  first  by  the  president 
of  the  First  Branch,  and  then  by  the  president  of  the  Second  Branch. 

9.  Wlien  a  bill  or  resolution  shall  have  passed  the  two  branches, 
and  shall  have  been  examined  and  endorsed  by  the  Committee  of  En- 
rolment, the  same  shall  be  presented  to  the  Mayor  by  the  president  of 
the  branch  in  which  such  bill  or  resolution  originated,  who  shall  en- 
dorse thereon  the  time  of  so  presenting  it,  that  it  may  be  known  whether 
the  same  be  approved,  or  returned  within  the  five  days  specified  in  the 
Act  of  Incorporation. 

1 0.  When  a  bill,  resolution,  or  other  subject  has  passed  in  one  branch, 
and  is  rejected  by  the  other,  a  committee  of  conference  may  be  asked 
for  and  shall  be  granted. 

Mr.  Hubbard,  from  the  committee,  delivered  the  following  re- 
port and  resolution,  which  was  read  a  first  time  and  laid  on  the  ta- 
ble. 

The  joint  committee  on  the  Harbour,  take  leave  to  report,  that  their 
attention  has  been  directed  to  the  necessity  of  making  some  repairs  to 
the  Dredging  and  Discharging  Machines ;  also  of  removing  the  large 
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quantity  of  sediment  deposited  during  the  past  year  on  the  wharves  of 
the  city  dock,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Port  Wardens  to  com- 
mence their  operations  of  deepening  the  navigation  of  the  harbour, 
at  an  early  period  the  ensuing  season ;  they  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  which  is  respectfully  submit- 
ted.

river,  and  the  state  of  Maryland  having  remonstrated  against  the  injus- 
tice of  such  erections  without  effect — Therefore, 

Resolved,  by  both  branches  of  the  City  Council,  That  a  joint  commit- 
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tee  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  and  report  what  measures,  if  any,  it 
would  be  proper  lor  tins  corporation  to  adopt  to  secure  a  speedy  and 
effectual  removal  of  said  obstructions. 

Mr.  Jenkins,  from  the  committee,  presented  the  following  report  and 
resolution,  which  was  read  a  lirst,  and  hy  special  order  the  second 
time,  concurred  in,  and  sent  to  the  Second  Branch.

Resolved,  That  James  Johnson  be,  and  he  is  hereby  permitted  to 
withdraw  his  petition  on  the  above  subject. 

Mr.  Donaldson,  from  the  committee,  presented  the  following  report 
and  resolution,  which  was  read  a  first  time  and  laid  on  the  table. 

The  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  to  whom  was  recommitted  the 
resolution  respecting  direct  taxation,  report, 
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That,  by  act  of  Assembly  1796,  ch.  68,  incorparating  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  the  right  of  imposing  a  direct  tax  was  limited  to  two  dol- 
lars on  every  hundred  pounds.  That  the  city  having  increased  in 
size  and  wealth,  this  limitation  was  found  to  be  insufficient,  and  a  law 
was  obtained  1817,  ch.  148,  with  permission  to  lay  and  collect  taxes 
to  such  amount  as  should  be  thought  necessary  for  public  or  city  pur- 
poses. That  at  the  late  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland 
a  petition  was  presented  from  a  small  number  of  the  citizens  of  Balti- 
more, praying  for  a  limitation  of  the  whole  debt  of  the  city  to  one  mil- 
lion of  dollars ;  and  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  should  not  be  al- 
lowed to  raise  by  direct  taxation,  a  sum  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
twenty  thousand  dollars  in  one  year,  nor  to  collect  from  taxation  and 
all  other  sources,  a  sum  exceeding  two  hundred  and  ten  thonsand  dol- 
lars. In  conformity  with  this  petition,  "An  additional  Act  relating  to 
the  city  of  Baltimore"  was  passed,  the  3d  and  4th  sections  containing 
the  limitations  applied  for. 

The  committee  cannot  believe  that  the  petitioners  intended  to  em- 
barrass the  Corporation  by  this  proceeding,  but  that,  being  entirely 
unacquainted  with  the  financial  concerns  of  the  city,  they  made  the 
application  unadvisedly,  reasoning  upon  obstract  principles  not  appli- 
cable to  the  case.  The  consequences  were  difficulties  and  embarrass- 
ments without  end.  The  sum  raised  by  direct  taxation  in  1830 
was  $140,830  28.  The  whole  deficiency  for  1831  as  estimated  by 
the  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  was  $46,408  69.  This  could  not 
be  supplied  by  loan,  as  the  debt  was  limited  to  one  million  of  dollars, 
and  it  had  already  reached  (with  its  liabilities)  within  nineteen  thou- 
sand dollars  of  that  amount. 

Another  difficulty  presented  itself  which  the  committee  presume 
the  petitioners  could  not  have  foreseen.  The  act  restricts  the  city 
from  raising  from  all  sources  a  sum  exceeding  two  hundred  and  twen- 
ty thousand  dollars.  Now  the  paving  tax,  which  is  only  levied  on  the 
application  of  property  holders  benefitted  by  it,  might  in  a  year  of  great 
improvement,  swell  the  amount  received  by  the  city,  considerably  be- 
yond that  sum — and  the  effect  would  be  to  prevent  the  paving  new 
streets,  and  consequently  delay,  if  not  forbid,  all  improvements  on 
them. 

But  the  petitioners,  to  remedy,  as  they  suppose,  the  evil  complain- 
ed of,  have  again  petitioned  for  an  act  explanatory  of  the  act  of  last 
session,  "  That  an  act  be  passed,  exempting  from  the  operations  of  said 
act  the  following  taxes,  viz: — City  Poor,  City  Court,  School,  and 
CouKty  Taxes,  as  also  a  tax  to  cover  the  interest  on  the  subscriptions 
to  the  Rail  Roads."    In  this  petition  the  debt  of  the  city  is  unnoticed1 
as  well  as  the  restriction  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars! 
The  committee  believe  that  granting  this  petition  would  not  give  the 
city  any  relief.    The  debt  of  the  city  with  the  rail  road  subscriptions 
amounts  to  $981 ,037  88.    Money  might  be  required  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  property  adjoining  the  contemplated  depot  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  or  for  like  works  of  interest  to  the  city,  and  loans. 
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would  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  but  unless  the  restriction  be  re- 
pealed, all  such  improvements  must  be  abandoned. 

The  City  Council  at  its  annual  session,  to  relieve  in  some  measure 
the  embarrassment  of  the  Treasury,  authorised  a  loan  of  eighteen  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  paid  in  December,  1832,  out  of  the  revenue  of  this 
year.  And,  at  its  extra  session  in  August,  authorised  the  Mayor  to 
pledge  the  real  and  personal  property  belonging  to  the  City  for  the 
further  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars.  From  these  sources  there  was 
borrowed  twenty  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars,  which  must  be  paid 
from  the  revenue  of  1832.  A  simple  statement  will  shew  what  amount 
must  be  raised  in  1832  independently  of  City  Court,  City  Poor,  School, 
County  and  Road  and  Bridge  Tax — and  exclusive  of  the  interest  on 
the  Rail  Road  subscriptions.

The  direct  tax  of  1831  was  2  3-8  per  cent,  the  Council  being  pre- 
vented from  levying  the  usual  3  per  cent  by  the  act  of  Assembly  of  last 
session.  A  tax  of  3  5-8  percent  will  yield  $121,475  65,  a  less  tax 
will  not  suffice  for  the  current  year. 

This  statement,  the  committee  think,  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  any 
argument  in  favour  of  the  present  limit  of  taxation,  or  of  the  explana- 
tory act  asked  for  by  the  petitioners.  But  the  committee  are  of  opinion 
that  any  limitation  is  inexpedient.  The  city  of  Baltimore  is  enlarging 
itself  on  every  side — new  buildings  are  being  erected — new  streets 
are  opening,  and  those  already  opened  are  being  paved.  The  spirit 
of  individual  improvement  is  abroad.  Our  expenses  necessarily  in- 
crease with  the  increase  of  population  and  wealth.  The  assessment 
which  now  is  but  three  and  a  quarter  millions,  may  be  swelled  to  four 
or  five  millions,  and  the  same  tax  which  now  yields  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  will  then  produce  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars. Must  we  be  then  year  after  year  importuning  the  legislature  for 
permission  to  make  a  loan  or  extend  our  power  of  taxation  ?  The 
people  are  and  ought  to  be  the  best  judges  of  their  own  interests; — if 
they  are  willing  to  impose  additional  burthens  upon  themselves,  they 
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will  be  willing  to  pay  for  them.  But  we  appeal  with  confidence  to 
the  Council  when  we  assert,  that  the  taxes  never  have  been  increased 
except  from  necessity. 

The  committee  would  remind  the  Council  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
legislature  of  Maryland  in  1813.  A  petition  was  presented  from  Bal- 
timore to  permit  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  to  tax  the  city  for  the 
interest  on  loans  made  for  the  defence  of  the  city — and  it  was  refused. 
Threatened  with  invasion,  and  preparing  for  defence,  the  legislature 
refused  to  repeal  the  unwise  limitation  in  our  original  charter,  and  left 
us  to  the  mercy  of  our  foe.  To  individual  patriotism  alone  we  are  in- 
debted for  the  salvation  of  our  city. 

Such  an  emergency  might  again  occur,  and  another  legislature 
might  be  found,  which  would  renew  the  acts  of  1813.  The  act  of 
1817  relieved  us  from  this  difficulty — but  we  are  now  in  bonds,  and 
unless  the  third  and  fourth  sections  of  the  act  of  1830  be  repealed,  we 
may  be  again  subjected  to  like  mortification. 

The  Committee  report  again  the  resolution  which  was  recommitted 
to  them,  and  recommend  its  adoption.

The  City  Commissioners,  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  this  branch, 
made  a  report  of  the  proposals  for  new  paving  done  or  contracted  to 
be  done  during  the  past  year,  &c.  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Streets. 

Mr.  Donaldson  from  the  committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  presented 
the  following  report,  resolution,  and  memorial,  which  was  read  a  first 
time,  and  laid  on  the  table. 

The  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Mayor's  communication,  report  a  memorial  to  the  Legislature  of 
Maryland,  and  the  accompanying  resolution.

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Resolved,  by  both  branches  of  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
the  memorial  on  the  subject  of  wharfage  be  forwarded  to  the  senator 
and  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  with  a  request  that  they  use 
their  exertions  to  obtain  the  objects  therein  mentioned. 

To  the  Honourable  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  : 

The  memorial  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  respect- 
fully sheweth, 

That  the  corporation  of  Baltimore  heretofore  exercised  the  right  of 
collecting  wharfage  on  the  public  wharves  in  said  city.  That  this 
right  has  been  a  matter  of  controversy,  and  it  is  believed  that  no  right 
exists  in  this  corporation  or  in  individuals  to  collect  wharfage  on  said 
wharves. 

Your  memorialists  further  shew,  that  they  are  obliged  to  preserve 
the  navigation  of  the  harbour,  to  keep  in  repair  the  wharves,  and  by 
proper  officers  to  regulate  the  stations,  anchoring  and  mooring  of  ves- 
sels. That  these  charges  are  great  and  involve  expense.  That  your 
memorialists  have  depended  upon  the  collection  of  wharfages  to  sus- 
tain these  burthens,  and  if  they  cannot  be  empowered  to  enforce  the 
collection  of  tolls,  they  will  be  unable  to  perform  their  duty  to  the  ci- 
tizens of  the  state. 

Your  memorialists  disclaim  all  interference  with  private  rights,  as 
they  only  ask  for  those  privileges  which  the  State  possesses,  and  which 
no  individual  or  corporate  body  has  a  right  to. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  pray  your  honourable  body  that  an 
Act  of  Assembly  may  be  passed  giving  them  the  privileges  asked  for, 
and  as  in  duty  bound,  &c. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  made  a  report  of  their  proceedings 
for  the  past  year,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Ways  and  Means. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Donaldson,  the  following  communication  was  di- 
rected to  be  entered  on  the  journal.

Gentlemen : 

In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  your  Branch  dated  the 
10th  instant,  calling  upon  the  Register  to  report  athe  amount  of  claims 
against  the  city,  if  any,  and  for  what  account,  which  remained  unset- 
tled on  the  1st  instant,  and  whether  the  balance  on  hand  at  that  date 
was  applicable  thereto" — 

jUThe  Register  has  the  honor  to  state,  that  the  balance  reported  to  be 
on  hand  the  1st  instant,  consisted  of  taxes  collected  upon  levies  made 
for  specific  purposes,  viz.  Expenses  of  the  City's  Poor,  City  Court, 
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certain  expenses  now  devolved  upon  the  city  by  the  dissolution  of  the 
late  Levy  Court,  Public  Schools,  Highways  and  Bridges  without  the 
limits  of  direct  taxation,  Pump  Tax,  and  the  balance  for  the  opening 
of  Lombard  street  not  yet  called  for. 

With  the  view  of  meeting  the  many  pressing  demands  upon  the 
treasury,  the  Register  found  it  necessary  to  apply  such  funds  as  were 
in  the  treasury  from  time  to  time  to  the  payment  of  such  claims  as  the 
city  was  bound  to  meet  promptly,  and  by  pursuing  such  a  course, 
which  appeared  to  be  imperative  during  the  past  year,  the  treasury 
was  enabled  to  meet  such  demands  as  were  pressing,  without  calling 
in  but  a  small  portion  of  the  $12,000  loan  authorised  by  an  ordinance 
approved  23d  August,  1831,  and  thereby  saving  a  considerable  sum 
that  would  have  been  paid  for  interest. 

The  difference  then  between  the  balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  1st 
instant,  and  that  which  would  have  been  equal  to  the  amount  of  those 
specific  levies  paid  into  the  treasury,  is  the  sum  of  $12,695  18,  and 
is  fairly  chargeable  as  a  claim  against  the  treasury. 

The  amount  of  unsettled  claims  therefore,  or  balances  due  upon  ap- 
propriations, and  not  satisfied  on  the  first  instant,  including  the  afore- 
said sum  of  $12,695  18,  and  to  be  provided  for  exclusive  of  those 
which  are,  or  may  be  reported  from  other  departments  of  the  corpo- 
ration, are  as  follows,  viz.

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A  communication  from  the  City  Commissioners  relative  to  the  clos- 
ing- of  the  old  Washington  road,  was  received  and  read. 

Mr.  Ridgely  presented  the  following,  which  was  read: 

The  undersigned  heing  one  of  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Refuge 
appointed  by  the  City  Council,  in  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  both 
Branches,  ask  leave  to  report — That  of  the  eight  managers  appointed 
on  the  part  of  the  city,  five  have  resigned,  and  their  places  supplied  by 
others  by  the  Board  of  Managers;  that  of  the  three  remaining  he  is  the 
only  one  now  a  member  of  the  City  Council; — that  he  has  met  the 
Board  several  times; — the  appointment  of  an  Executive  committee, 
and  the  manner  of  making  application  to  the  citizens  generally  for 
funds  in  aid  of  the  institution  committed  to  their  care,  was  among  the 
most  important  business  brought  before  the  Board.  The  propriety  of 
memorialising  the  legislature  to  appropriate  the  funds  raised  by  the 
Managers  of  the  House  of  Industry  to  the  use  of  the  House  of  Refuge 
was  never  discussed  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  when 
he  was  present — he  has  never  been  notified  to  attend  a  meeting  for 
that  purpose. 

Herewith  is  submitted  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  relative  to  the  memorial  to  the  legislature,  and  a  commu- 
nication from  Mr.  Christian  Keener,  one  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
which  the  undersigned  requests  may  be  read  and  received  as  part  of 
his  report.

At  a  full  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  House  of  Re- 
fuge, held  one  day  last  week,  (the  day  not  recollected)  the  Executive 
Committee  submitted  to  the  Managers  for  their  approval,  their  pro- 
ceedings relative  to  an  application  to  the  legislature  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  the  funds  formerly  raised  for  a  "House  of  Industry"  to  this  pur- 
pose. These  proceedings  were  unanimously  approved  of  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  according  to  the  best  of  my  recollections.

Mr.  Jenkins  from  the  committee,  presented  the  following  memorial 
to  the  Legislature,  which  was  read  a  first,  and  by  special  order  the  se- 
cond time,  concurred  in,  and  sent  to  the  Second  Branch.  The  Second 
Branch  returned  the  same,  endorsed  concurred  in. 

To  the  Honourable,  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland : 

The  Memorial  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  re- 
spectfully sheweth : 

That  we  have  heard  with  regret  and  mortification,  that  a  small  por- 
tion of  our  fellow-citizens,  without  consulting  the  interests  or  the  opi- 
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nions  of  the  mass  of  our  community,  have  applied  to  your  Honors  to 
take  from  the  public  schools  of  this  city,  a  fund  which  has  been  here- 
tofore appropriated  to  their  benefit  by  an  act  of  Assembly,  and  apply 
it  to  a  new  institution,  designated  a  House  of  Refuge,  the  immediate  es* 
tablishment  of  which  has  not  been  called  for  by  the  citizens  of  Baltimore, 
or  of  the  State;  is  not  demanded  by  their  necessities,  nor  essential  for 
their  good,  and  which  cannot  in  any  aspect  be  considered  of  equal 
usefulness  with  the  Public  Schools.  Presuming  that  the  comparative 
merits  of  the  Public  Schools  and  the  House  of  Refuge,  could  not  be 
unknown  to  your  Honors,  we  were  content  simply  to  request  the  Se- 
nator and  Delegates  representing  our  city,  in  your  Honourable  bodies, 
to  oppose  the  passage  of  the  law  prayed  for  by  the  Managers  of  the 
House  of  Refuge;  and  felt  assured  that  as  the  people  of  Baltimore 
were  the  parties  principally  interested,  the  expression  of  their  wishes, 
through  the  agency  of  those  to  whom  their  interests  had  been  commit- 
ted, would  have  carried  with  it  sufficient  weight  to  have  influenced 
your  decision.  That  this  would  have  been  the  case,  we  are  entirely 
convinced,  if  it  were  not  that  the  time  and  attention  of  your  Honours 
are  employed  with  matters  of  weightier  considerations — subjects  of 
general  interest  to  the  people  of  the  state,  and  consequently  the  pre- 
sent dispute  between  the  municipality  of  Baltimore,  and  a  few  of  their 
fellow-citizens,  touching  the  disposition  of  a  sum  of  money,  not  in  the 
state  treasury,  may  not  have  attracted  that  solemn  investigation,  to 
which  we,  as  parties,  believe  it  to  be  entitled.  We  feel  it  to  be  our 
duty  therefore,  to  exhibit  to  your  Honors,  the  following  facts  and  cir-. 
cumstances,  which  we  deem  important  to  a  correct  understanding  of 
the  subject 

By  the  21st  section  of  the  act  of  Assembly  of  1825,  ch.  162,  enti- 
tled, "An  act  to  provide  for  the 'public  instruction  of  youth  in  primary* 
schools,  throughout  this  State"  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more were  authorized  to  establish  a  system  of  public  education  in  that 
city,  to  be  within  their  own  control,  provided  they  did  so  within  five 
years  after  the  passage  of  the  act.  The  corporation,  although  sensi- 
bly alive  to  the  importance  of  the  subject,  were  slow  to  adopt  the  sys- 
tem; being  unapprized  of  the  amount  of  pecuniary  liability  they  might 
thereby  have  to  encounter,  and  at  the  same  time  fully  aware  that  the 
property  of  our  city  was  already  heavily  burthened  with  taxation  and 
fallen  in  value  to  a  state  of  unprecedented  depression. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  was  thought  to  be  the  dictate  of  pru- 
dence, at  least  to  hesitate.  In  the  meantime  the  energies  of  our  citi- 
zens were  renovated  by  a  partial  revival  of  their  former  trade — the 
Councils  were  still,  however,  backward  in  adopting  a  system  of  pub- 
lic education,  and  it  was  not  until  after  the  passage  of  the  act  of  As- 
sembly of  1827,  ch.  183,  that,  relying  upon  the  liberality  and  patron- 
age of.  the  legislature,  as  manifested  by  that  act,  they  organized  their 
system.  By  that  law  they  were  authorised  to  apply  the  wry  fund  and 
property  now  in  question,  to  the  support  of  their  public  schools,  in 
Iheir  discretion.    Looking  at  this  fund  as  entirely  within  their  power,, 
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for  this  purpose,  they  soon  after  proceeded  with  the  preliminary  ar- 
rangements, and  have  since  extended  their  operations  with  zeal  and 
efficiency;  disseminating  the  blessings  of  education,  and  acquiring  and 
securing  the  gratitude  of  all  their  constituents.  The  Mayor  and  City 
Council,  have  always  considered  that  the  act  of  '27  gave  a  final  and 
irreversible  destination  to  this  fund.  Acting  upon  this  belief,  they 
have  established  a  comprehensive  system  of  public  education,  and  we 
respectfully  but  confidently  submit  it  to  the  intelligence  and  justice  of 
the  legislature,  whether,  after  the  people  of  Baltimore  are  fairly  com- 
mitted to  prosecute  this  system,  it  is  consistent  with  the  dignified  sta- 
bility and  lofty  punctiliousness  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  to  withdraw 
one  of  the  principal  considerations,  by  which  they  were  originally  in- 
duced to  commence  it,  and  one  of  the  principal  sources  from  which 
they  expected  to  derive  the  means  of  its  future  vitality.  Our  opin- 
ions of  the  high  character  of  the  state,  reject  the  supposition.  The 
people  of  Baltimore  have  already  paid  for  the  support  of  their  schools 
in  the  two  years  during  which  they  have  been  in  operation,  nearly 
$9000,  and  they  have  received  from  the  state  less  than  $500  per  an- 
num. 

These  sums  have  not  been  sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  the  School 
Commissioners,  and  in  their  annual  report  for  the  present  year,  (ap- 
pended hereto)  after  complaining  of  the  deficiency  of  their  means, 
they  proceed  to  say: 

t(This  deficiency  again  reminds  us  of  the  old  Alms  House  property, 
and  of  the  rightful  claim  the  Commissioners  think  they  have  upon  that 
fund.  They  are  surprised  to  learn  that  an  attempt  is  making  to  divert 
the  fund  to  another  object,  by  an  application  to  the  Legislature  of  Ma- 
ryland now  in  session.  The  Commissioners  cannot  for  a  moment  sup- 
pose, that  such  a  proceeding  will  be  sanctioned  by  the  City  Council. 
The  Council  has  already  legislated  under  authority  of  the  act  of  the 
General  Assembly,  passed  December  session,  1827,  ch.  83,  which 
gave  the  power  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the  property,  (after 
paying  the  debt  due  upon  it)  towards  the  support  of  public  schools. — 
The  Commissioners  have  also  considered  the  fund  as  appropriated  in 
aid  of  their  means,  and  they  have  acted  under  this  belief — it  has  en- 
tered into  their  calculations,  and  they  have  relied  upon  it  in  their  con- 
tracts. The  very  able  report  made  last  year  by  a  Committee  of  the 
City  Council,  and  which  will  be  found  in  the  proceedings  of  the  First 
Branch,  page  135,  is  respectfully  referred  to  in  support  of  the  claim; 
and  with  full  confidence  that  the  property  in  question  will  not  be 
wrested  from  its  proper  object,  but  that  the  Council  will  give  its  aid 
in  preventing  such  a  result,  they  have  thus  briefly  touched  upon  the 
subject,  considering  it  sufficient  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to- 
wards it." 

After  your  honors  shall  have  considered  these  views  and  facts,  we 
cannot  anticipate  an  unfavorable  decision.  That  respect  and  defer- 
ence which  in  a  republican  legislature  is  always  extended  to  the  ex- 
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pression  of  popular  will,  cannot,  we  are  certain,  be  denied  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Baltimore,  whose  wishes  we  represent,  in  a  matter  which  vi- 
tally, and  almost  exclusively  concerns  their  interests .  We  are  sure 
we  speak  their  convictions,  when  we  say,  that  they  would  rather 
see  their  children  blessed  with  education,  and  thus  removed  from  one 
of  the  great  incentives  to  criminality,  than  behold  them,  by  their  ig- 
norance of  the  moral  precepts  inculcated  in  the  schools,  abandoned  to 
idleness  and  crime,  and  candidates  for  reformation  in  the  House  of 
Refuge.  This  is  the  light  in  which  we  regard  it.  If  the  public  schools 
are  deprived  of  the  fund  and  property  in  question,  their  increasing  en- 
ergies will  be  paralyzed,  their  power  of  extending  their  usefulness  mea- 
surably destroyed,  and  the  House  of  Refuge  will  arise  from  their 
ruins,  and  be  rilled  in  consequence  of  their  destruction.  With  the 
most  implicit  reliance  in  the  wisdom  of  the  honourable  legislature, 
and  the  fullest  assurance  of  the  equity  of  the  claim  of  the  public 
schools  to  this  property,  we  pray  your  honors  to  reject  the  bill  pray- 
ed for  by  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Refuge. 

And  as  in  duty  bound. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Browning,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  Second 
Branch,  proposing  when  the  City  Council  adjourn  this  evening,  it  ad- 
journ to  Monday  next:  the  Second  Branch  concurred  by  message. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Jenkins,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  Second  Branch 
proposing  that  the  memorial  to  the  Legislature  be  signed  by  the  May- 
or and  members  of  the  Council,  and  forwarded  to  Annapolis  by  a  Com- 
mittee :  the  Second  Branch  assented  by  message. 

Mr.  Donaldson  from  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  presented 
a  bill  entitled,  An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  sundry  ex- 
penses of  the  City  Court  of  Baltimore,  and  of  the  City  Poor,  &c.  which 
was  read  a  first  time  and  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Donaldson  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill,  to  be  en- 
titled An  additional  supplement  to  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  ap- 
pointment and  prescribing  theduties  of  the  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore, &c. 

The  resolution  for  repairing  the  long  bridge  over  Gwynn's  Falls 
was  read  a  second  time,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hubbard,  it  was  order- 
ed to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Alricks  presented  the  petition  of  Wm.  Harrison  and  others  for 
a  lamp,  which  was  read  and  referred. 

The  report  of  the  committee  of  Ways  and  Means  on  wharfage,  was 
read  a  second  time  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  bill  entitled  A  further  supplement  to  An  Ordinance,  entitled.  An 
Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires, 
was  received  from  the  Second  Branch,  endorsed,  will  pass. 
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A  message  was  received  from  the  Second  Branch,  announcing  the 
appointment  of  Messrs.  Moore  and  Beatty  the  committee  on  the  reso- 
lutions relative  to  the  obstructions  in  the  Susquehanna  river;  and 
Messrs.  Stouffer  and  Schaeffer  the  committee  of  conference  on  the  peti- 
tion of  May  bury  Parks. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Donaldson,  Jenkins'and  Hanson, 
the  Committee  for  this  Branch,  to  proceed  to  Annapolis. 

The  Branch  then  adjourned  until  half  past  3  o'clock  Monday  af- 
ternoon.

The  resolution  for  a  joint  committee  to  make  certain  specified  en- 
quiries in  relation  to  Jones'  Falls,  were  returned  from  the  Second 
Branch,  severally  endorsed  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Hubbard  moved  that  the  committee  on  Jones'  Falls  should  con- 
sist of  five,  whereupon  the  President  appointed  Messrs  Myers,  Hub- 
bard, Munroe,  Moale  and  Jenkins;  on  the  latter  resolution  Messrs.

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placed  in  said  Falls; — to  draw  for  the  expenses  on  the  Register  of 
the  City,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor.

them  more  effectual.  They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  bill.

Gentlemen  of  the  First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council — 

I  have  this  morning  (through  the  attention  of  our  delegate  P. 
Laurenson,  Esq  )  received  a  copy  of  a  memorial  presented  to  the  le- 
gislature of  Maryland,  relative  to  the  collection  of  wharfage  on  Du- 
gan's  and  M'-Elderry's  wharves,  which  is  herewith  submitted  for  your 
consideration. 

By  reference  to  the  memorial,  I  find  they  say,  "that  they  only  ask 
the  same  right  to  their  property,  that  the  state  enjoys  to  their  own,  on 
the  same  wharf.^  I  presume  the  memorialists  were  unacquainted 
with  the  fact,  that  the  state  has  paid  into  the  city  treasury  Three 
Thousand  Dollars,  for  the  privilege  ©f  using,  and  collecting  wharf- 
age, upon  the  wharf  opposite  the  Tobacco  inspection  warehouses,  and 
that  the  city  authorities  possess  the  power,  whenever  they  deem  it 
advisable,  to  fill  up  the  whole  dock,  by  which  operation  the  state 
would  be  deprived  of  the  wharf.  Under  those  considerations  the  a- 
ttiount  paid  by  the  state  must  be  considered  as  ample  compensation 
for  the  privilege  of  the  wharf. 

The  memorialists  never  have,  to  my  knowledge,  paid  any  thing  into 
the  city  treasury  as  a  compensation  for  the  use  of  the  wharf,  and  con- 
sequently cannot  be  considered  in  the  same  situation  as  the  state  is, 
with  regard  to  the  privilege  of  collecting  wharfage  opposite  to  their 
respective  houses  or  lots.  I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  communicate

their  passage,  than  to  support  them  at  the  public  expense  in  their  own 
country.  Your  committee  believe  that  the  time  has  now  come  when 
it  would  be  right  for  this  corporation  to  adopt  some  measures  to  reme- 
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dy  this  imposition;  they  accordingly  submit  a  memorial  to  ti  e  Legis- 
lature, and  would  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  subjoin- 
ed resolution.

The  memorial  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  res- 
pectfully represents:  That  the  citizens  of  Baltimore  pay  a  large  sum 
annually  for  the  support  of  paupers  in  their  alms-house,  a  greater 
number  of  whom  are  foreigners  who  have  recently  come  among  us. 
They  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  bodies  to 
the  manner  in  which  this  expense  has  increased,  and  some  of  the  iro- 
positions  to  which  they  are  now  subject.  In  some  of  the  very  den 
and  thickly  inhabited  cities  of  Europe,  there  are  necessarily  a  grc. 
number  of  vagrants  and  paupers.  Their  poor  houses  soon  become 
filled  with  the  most  idle  and  dissolute  of  their  population,  and  their 
attention  is  directed  to  the  most  economical  method  of  relieving  them- 
selves of  this  burthen.  As  one  of  the  means  of  accomplishing  this  ob- 
ject, the  parishes  having  charge  of  these  poor  have  for  some  years 
past  been  in  the  habit  of  paying  the  passage  of  these  inmates  of  their 
alms-houses,  to  our  shores;  and  as  the  legislatures  of  some  of  our  sis- 
ter states,  have  authorized  the  corporations  of  their  Atlantic  cities  to 
pass  ordinances  to  prevent  their  being  burthened  with  the  expense  of 
supporting  foreign  paupers,  the  consequence  has  been  that  the  city  of 
Baltimore  has  incurred  a  very  great  expense,  by  the  facility  with 
which  they  are  landed  among  us.  Your  memorialists  would  therefore 
pray  that  you  will  consider  the  situation  in  which  the  citizens  of  Bal- 
timore are  placed;  and  that  you  will  pass  such  laws  upon  this  subject 
as  may  afford  them  the  relief  they  desire,  and  such  as  you  in  your  wis- 
dom may  think  proper. 

And  as  in  duty  bound  we  will  ever  pray,  &c.

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 

of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled: 

The  memorial  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  re- 
speetfully  sheweth — 

That  one  of  the  principal  objects  of  the  official  care  and  solicitude 
of  your  memorialists,  is  the  preservation  of  the  harbour  of  this  city. 
It  cannot  be  unknown  to  your  honours,  that  from  the  peculiar  locality 
of  our  city,  the  harbour  is  constantly  receiving  from  our  streets  and  the 
adjacent  hills  and  tributary  streams,  deposites  of  earth  which  neither 
th°  force  of  our  tides,  nor  any  other  natural  cause,  is  sufficient  to  re- 
move. 

Feeling  the  essential  and  vital  importance  of  the  harbour  to  the 
healthful  commercial  existence  of  the  city,  our  predecessors  in  office 
in  the  year  1798  appropriated  a  large  sum  of  money  to  counteract  by 
artificial  means,  the  impending  ruin  ;  and  constructed  machines  to  re- 
move the  deposites  from  the  bed  of  the  harbour,  and  to  preserve  a  suf- 
ficient depth  of  water  to  float  the  ordinary  vessels  engaged  in  our 
trade.  For  these  purposes  it  has  been  found  necessary  ever  since,  to 
keep  several  of  such  machines  in  constant  employment,  and  within  a 
few  years  past,  we  have  erected  at  great  cost,  a  steam  machine  of 
twelve  horse  power,  to  accomplish  the  same  objects  with  greater  fa- 
cility and  effect. 

All  these  expedients,  whilst  they  have  proved  only  a  partial  reme- 
dy, have  involved  a  heavy  expenditure  of  the  money  of  our  citizens. 
The  state  of  Maryland  seeing  that  this  is  a  subject 'of  equal  interest  to 
herself  as  it  is  to  us,  has  extended  to  us  a  liberal  but  insufficient  aid; 
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Considering,  therefore,  that  the  protection  and  encouragement  of 
commerce  is  one  of  the  peculiar  duties  of  the  national  legislature :  that 
the  port  of  Baltimore  has  been  a  large  tributary  to  the  national  treasu- 
ry: that  the  heavy  burthens  borne  by  our  citizens  in  this  particular  are 
incurred  for  the  general  good  as  well  as  for  their  own  advantage,  and 
that  an  appropriation  which  would  be  scarcely  felt  by  the  nation, 
would  be  to  us  and  to  our  fellow-citizens,  essentially  serviceable,  v  our 
memorialists  respectfully  ask  and  confidently  hope,  that  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  will  contribute  liberally  to  their  re  <  f. 

In  the  present  state  of  our  city  finances,  such  relief  would  be  espe- 
cially acceptable.  Heavily  involved  by  our  engagements  to  assist  in 
the  construction  of  the  magnificent  works  of  Internal  Improvement^  so 
spiritedly  undertaken  by  our  fellow-citizens,  and  tending  in  their  re- 
sults to  promote  the  general  good  of  the  nation,  as  well  as  our  own  lo- 
cal benefit,  by  invigorating  our  trade  and  extending  our  commerce: 
with  an  absolute  debt  of  nearly  a  million  of  dollars,  partially  the  con- 
sequence of  our  efforts  to  preserve  our  harbour  in  a  useful  and  saluta- 
ry condition,  we  are  induced  by  these  circumstances  and  by  the  evi- 
dent justice  of  the  proposition,  to  invite  the  national  government  to 
contribute  to  the  preservation  of  our  harbour  It  will  doubtless  occur 
to  your  honours,  that  our  anxiety  on  this  subject  must  be  necessarily 
of  great  intensity.  To  the  harbour,  we  owe  the  very  being  of  the  ci- 
ty of  Baltimore  ; — without  it  thecily  would  sink  to  insignificance  and 
be  quickly  deserted;  it  is  the  only  source  of  her  municipal  importance, 
the  exclusive  support  of  her  commercial  enterprizr  ,  and  the  sole  chan- 
nel through  which  has  flowed  her  tributary  millions  to  the  public  reve- 
nue. 

We  believe  it  will  be  conceded  to  us,  that  whenever  the  nation  has 
called  for  assistance  either  in  men  of  in  money  ,.Baltimoreans  have  nei- 
ther been  the  last  to  offer  nor  the  worst  to  perform,  at  least  their  equi- 
table quota.  With  equal  truth,  we  think  it  may  be  said,  that  they  have 
never  appealed  to  the  mere  favour  and  generosity  of  the  nation,  and 
but  seldom  even  to  her  justice. 

In  the  present,  instance,  believing  that  the  useful  existence  of  one  of 
the  principal  harbours  and  ports  of  entry  in  the  United  States,  is  a  sub- 
ject of  momentous  interest  to  the  general  government,  that  the  nation 
has  a  deep  concern  in  the  condition  of  such  a  harbour ;  and  that  the  li- 
mited means  of  this  city,  with  the  addition  of  the  grants  of  the  state 
are  inadequate  (even  if  it  were  fair  and  equitable  we  should  bear  the 
whole  expense)  to  its  proper  preservation,  and  the  procuration  of  the 
necessary  apparatus  and  vessels  to  effect  that  object,  we  ask  it  of  the 
intelligence  and  justice  of  - ongress,  to  make  a  contribution  propor- 
tionate to  the  amount  of  national  interest  involved. 

That  your  honours  may  understand  the  extent  of  our  expenditures 
in  this  behalf,  we  have  appended  to  this  petition,  UA  statement  of  the 
amounts  expended  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  in  deepening  and 
preserving  the  harbour  of  Baltimore.,  in  the  several  years  from  H98 
to  1831,  both  included." 
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For  the  reasons  above  stated,  your  memorialists  respectfully  pray, 
that  the  necessary  relief  may  be  granted,  and  that  an  act  may  be  pass- 
ed, appropriating  such  a  sum  of  money  either  annually  or  in  gross, 
to  be  applied  to  deepen  and  preserve  t  he  harbour  of  Baltimore,  as  to 
your  wisdom  and  justice  may  seem  right  and  proper. 

And  your  memorialists  w  ill  ever  pray,  &c.

The  joint  committee  on  Streets,  to  whom  was  referred  the  act  of 
assembly  relative  to  that  part  of  Orleans  sheet  lying  east  of  Canal 
street,  respectfully  report,  that  said  street  was  laid  out  and  located  by 
the  Commissioners  appointed  under  the  act  of  1817,  ch.  148,  at  sixty  - 
ty-six  feet  wide,  and  the  proprietors  of  lots  have  leased  and  improved 
accordingly  ;  subsequently  an  act  passed  establishing  the  width  at  for- 
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ty  feet — no  improvements,  however,  have  been  made  on  said  street  at 
forty  feet  wide.  Your  committee  therefore  deeming  it  for  the  public 
convenience  and  benefit  that  said  street  should  remain  at  its  former 
width,  viz.  sixty-six  feet,  herewith  report  an  ordinance  approving  of 
the  act  of  assembly  referred,  which  repeals  the  act  fixing  the  width  at 
forty  feet. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  act  fixing  the  width  at  forty  feet,  the  Com- 
missioners have  paved  this  street  sixty-six  feet  wide,  not  being  aware, 
or  having  overlooked  the  second  act.  The  levy  thus  made  to  defray 
the  expence  of  paving  said  street  being  illegal  and  unauthorised,  a  sec- 
tion is  therefore  annexed  to  the  ordinance  herewith  reported,  in  order 
to  protect  the  Corporation  against  the  recovery  of  the  money  paid  in- 
to the  Treasury  under  the  levy  for  a  street  sixty-six  feet  wide,  when 
the  act  of  assembly  established  it  at  forty.

"whether  it  will  be  in  their  power  during  the  ensuing  spring,  to  estab- 
lish a  public  school  in  the  south  end  of  the  Eighth  Ward."  In  re- 
ply to  which,  the  Commissioners  have  the  honor  to  state,  that  aware 
of  the  great  necessity  and  importance  of  a  school  in  that  section  of  the 
City  or  its  immediate  vicinity,  they  are  exceedingly  desirous  to  erect 
there,  forthwith,  a  building  for  children  of  both  sexes;  and  also  a  build- 
ing for  a  Female  School  in  the  3rd  or  4th  Ward,  as  heretofore  stated  in 
in  their  late  annual  Report  to  the  Council;  but  it  will  entirely  and  solely 
depend  on  the  funds  which  may  be  placed  at  their  disposal  from  the 
proceeds  of  sale  of  the  old  Alms  House  property — the  tax  of  the  pre- 
sent year  being  only  sufficient  for  engagements  already  entered  into, 
for  the  completion  of  the  building  now  erecting  at  the  corner  of  Green 
and  Fayette  streets,  and  towards  supporting  current  expenses.

These  licenses  are  procured  of  the 
Register  at  such  time  as  the  parties  interested  may  think  proper  to 
apply  for  them,  so  that  there  is  no  uniform  time  for  the  issuing  or  ex- 
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piration  of  them.  When  the  licenses  expire  they  are  frequently  not 
renewed,  and  the  clerks  of  the  markets  not  having  this  matter  in  their 
charge,  consequently  not  aware  of  their  expiration,  do  not  charge 
them  a  rent  as  is  done  to  those  persons  who  do  not  take  out  licenses. 
By  these  means  many  persons  occupy  the  markets  without  contributing 
to  their  support.  The  attention  of  tlie  committee  has  been  directed  to 
the  best  method  of  remedying  this  omission,  and  they  would  respect- 
fully submit  the  accompanying  ordinance  to  accomplish  that  object, 
convinced  as  they  are  that  its  adoption  will  considerably  increase  the 
revenue  from  the  markets,  in  which  opinion  they  are  confirmed  by  that 
of  some  of  the  most  active  clerks  of  the  markets.

An  Act  to  authorise  a  toll  to  be  collected  upon  the  Bridge 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore  over  the  mouth  of  Givijmvs 
Falls,  for  the  repairs  thereof. 

Sec.  1st.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
That  William  Krebs  and  Richard  Linthicum  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to  demand,  and 
collect,  or  cause  to  be  demanded  and  collected,  from  each  and  every 
person  not  herein  excepted,  who  may  hereafter  pass  or  repass  the 
Bridge  over  Gwynn's  Falls  near  its  mouth,  usually  called  the  Long 
Bridge,  tolls  at  the  following  rates,  viz  :  for  every  wagon,  coach,  or 
other  carriage  of  four  horses,  mules  or  oxen,  twenty-five  cents;  for 
every  wagon,  coach,  phaeton  or  other  four-wheel  carriage  of  two 
horses,  mules  or  oxen,  twelve  and  an  half  cents;  for  every  cart  or 
other  carriage  of  not  more  than  one  horse,  mule  or  oxen,  six  and  a 
quarter  cents;  for  every  horse  and  rider  three  cents;  for  every  foot 
passenger  two  cents;  for  every  extra  horse  in  a  carriage  or  other 
team  above  the  number  prescribed,  two  cents;  for  every  head  of 
horses,  mules  or  horned  cattle  two  cents;  for  every  head  of  sheep, 
swine,  &c.  one  cent:  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  all  wagons,  carts  or 
other  carriages  and  their  drivers  engaged,  used,  occupied  and  employ- 
ed in  the  transportation  of  produce  by  the  grower  of  articles  or  his 
agent  to  the  public  markets  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  payment  of  tolls  for  crossing  and  recrossing  said  bridge  — 
Which  tolls  when  collected  shall  be  applied  by  the  said  William 
Krebs  and  Richard  Linthicum  in  the  manner  following,  viz:  in  the 
first  place  to  the  payment  from  time  to  time,  of  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  collecting  the  same,  in  the  second  place  in  the  reimburse- 
ment of  such  monies  with  interest,  as  the  said  William  Krebs  and 
Richard  Linthicum  may  procure  or  advance  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  the  repairs  immediately  required  upon  said  Bridge,  and  in  the  third 
place,  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  making  or  causing  to  be 
made  such  necessary  repairs  as  the  said  Bridge  may  from  time  to 
time  hereafter  require,  to  preserve  the  same  in  a  safe,  substantial  and 
permanent  condition :  provided  however,  that  if  at  any  time  hereaf- 
ter, after  the  reimbursement  of  the  monies  that  may  be  procured  or 
advanced  by  the  said  Krebs  and  Linthicum  as  aforesaid,  with  inter- 
est, the  amount  of  tolls  collected  at  the  said  bridge  during  any  year 
at  the  rates  aforesaid,  shall  be  such  that  after  defraying  the  expenses, 
of  collecting  the  same,  and  making  or  causing  to  be  made  such  neces- 
sary repairs  as  aforesaid  as  the  said  bridge  may  require  during  such 
year,  there  shall  be  left  a  surplus  more  than  sufficient  for  a  reasona- 
ble allowance  for  contingencies,  then  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  reduce  the 
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aforesaid  rate  of  tolls,  conforming  to  the  principle  upon  which  the 
same  is  established  by  this  Act,  so  that  there  may  be  collected  from 
said  bridge  as  nearly  as  may  be,  a  sum  not  greater  than  will  be  neces- 
sary to  pay  such  annual  expenses  of  collecting  said  tolls  and  making 
such  repairs  and  for  such  contingencies  as  aforesaid,  which  reduced 
rate  of  tolls  shall  continue  until  such  time  as  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council,  for  the  purposes  herein  provided  for,  shall  think  proper  to 
alter  the  same,  never  exceeding  however,  the  rate  of  toll  herein  first 
prescribed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  at  any  time  hereafter  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  aforesaid  shall  assume  the  charge  of  keeping  the 
said  bridge  in  repair,  or  any  individual  or  individuals  shall  give  bond 
with  security  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  aforesaid  to  do  the  same, 
then  all  right  to  demand  and  collect  tolls  herein  granted  shall  cease 
and  become  entirely  extinct. 

Sec  3.  Jind  be  it  enacted,  That  that  part  of  Ridgely7  street,  as 
laid  down  on  the  plat  of  the  city  aforesaid,  which  extends  from  cause- 
way over  the  three-prong  branch  to  the  distance  of  sixteen  feet  and 
a  half  beyond,  the  continuation  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of 
the  bridge  aforesaid,  together  with  the  parcel  of  land  of  the  width  of 
sixteen  feet  and  a  half  on  each  side  of  said  line,  and  extending  from 
the  South  side  of  Ridgely  street  so  extended  to  the  abutment  of  said 
bridge,  as  also  the  said  bridge  and  the  land  on  which  the  same  is  erect- 
ed covered  with  water,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  condemned  as  a 
public  highway  forever. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  William  Krebs  and  Rich- 
ard Linthicum  shall  submit  to  the  City  Council  aforesaid,  at  their  an- 
nual session,  upon  oath,  a  full  amount  of  all  the  tolls  received  by  them 
under  the  authority  of  this  law  during  the  year  preceding,  and  of  all 
their  disbursements  during  the  same  period;  and  that  before  they 
proceed  to  collect  any  tolls  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  give  bond  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  aforesaid,  with  security  to  be  approved  by 
the  said  Mayor,  faithfully  to  apply  all  tolls  collected  under  the  author- 
ity of  this  law  to  the  purposes  therein  directed. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  should  the  said  William  Krebs  @r 
Richard  Linthicum  die  or  refuse  or  neglect  to  carry  into  effect  the 
directions  of  this  law,  then  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  aforesaid 
shall  appoint  some  other  person  or  persons  in  his  or  their  place,  who 
shall  carry  into  effect  the  directions  thereof,  and  in  all  things  be  go- 
verned by  its  provisions. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  law  shall  not  go  into  effect 
until  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  aforesaid;  Provided, 
however,  that  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  approve  of  the 
third  section  thereof,  and  disapprove  of  the  rest,  in  which  case  the 
said  third  section  shall  be  valid  and  operative  in  all  respects  notwith- 
standing such  disapproval  of  the  other  sections. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  persons  are  hereby  prohibited 
from  discharging  any  fire  arms  whatever  on  said  bridge,  under  a  pen- 
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airy  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  be  recovered  by  warrant 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  Baltimore  city  or  county,  the  one- 
half  of  said  fine  to  be  received  by  the  informer,  and  the  other  half  to 
be  received  by  the  said  Krebs  and  Linthicum,  and  applied  by  them  to 
the  repairs  of  the  bridge.

Mr.  Jones  from  the  committee  delivered  the  following  report  and 
resolution,  which  was  read  a  first  time  and  laid  on  the  table. 

The  committee  on  Fire  Companies  to  whom  was  referred  the  re- 
turns of  the  state  of  the  apparatus  of  the  several  fire  companies  in  this 
city,  as  also  a  petition  from  the  Firemen's  Association  of  Baltimore, 
Report, — 

That  they  have  been  gratified  at  the  efficient  organization  of  the 
Fire  Department,  embracing  as  it  does  all  the  necessary  apparatus  to 
render  it  useful  and  a  valuable  safeguard  to  the  property  of  our  citi- 
zens, and  when  they  consider  that  these  are  voluntary  associations,  es- 
tablished for  the  sole  purpose  of  benefitting  the  community,  they  do 
not  doubt  but  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  will  still  foster  and 
cherish  them  as  among  the  most  useful  of  our  public  institutions.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  an  institution  has  been  organized  under  the  title  of 
the  Firemen's  Association  of  Baltimore,  composed  of  delegates  from 
all  the  Fire  Companies  in  the  city  except  three,  for  the  avowed  object 
of  correcting  those  irregularities  which  sometimes  occur  among  these 
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associations  at  alarms  of  fire.  Your  committee  doubt  not  but  such  an 
institution  would  he  of  great  service  to  check  those  evils  for  which  it 
is  designed,  and  they  feel  a  confidence  in  believing  that  when  its  ef- 
fects shall  be  manifest,  all  the  fire  companies  will  unite  with  this  asso- 
ciation :  being-  however  but  recently  established,  and  the  benefits  aris- 
ing from  it  yet  to  be  tested,  they  think  it  unnecessary  that  the  Coun- 
cil should  now  legislate  with  regard  to  this  association.  In  recom- 
mending the  fire  companies  to  the  favorable  notice  of  the  council, 
they  would  respectfully  submit  the  accompanying  resolution.

The  joint  committee  on  Streets  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  William  Taylor  and  others,  relative  to  the  grade  of  Courtland 
street,  between  Franklin  and  Mulberry  streets,  Report, — That  the 
grade  of  this  part  of  Courtland  street  has  been  already  established, 
but  the  stone  pavement  which  was  put  down  but  a  short  time  since  on 
this  street  between  Gravel  alley  and  Franklin  street  is  some  inches 
below  the  established  grade,  and  the  improvements  on  this  street  have 
been  made  in  accordance  therewith — That  part  of  Courtland  street 
between  Gravel  alley  and  Mulberry  street  is  at  present  unpaved  and 
cannot  be  paved  until  some  other  mode  is  adopted  for  carrying  off  the 
water  than  that  contemplated  in  the  established  grade,  unless  the  stone 
pavement  should  be  taken  up  on  the  other  part  of  this  street  above 
mentioned,  and  repaved  at  the  established  grade,  which  would  do 
great  injury  to  the  adjacent  property,  and  cause  an  unnecessary  ex- 
pense to  the  city.  Your  committee  have  therefore  thought  it  advisa- 
ble to  permit  this  pavement  to  remain,  and  not  to  touch  the  grade  of 
this  part  of  the  street,  but  recommend  a  change  in  the  grade  from 
Gravel  alley  to  Mulberry  street,  so  that  the  water  will  be  divided  and 
pass  off  by  Mulberry  street  on  one  side,  and  Gravel  alley  on  the  other 
— and  with  this  view  they  offer  the  accompanying  resolution.

Gentlemen  of  the  Second  Branch: 

We  return  you  herewith  a  bill  entitled  "An  additional  supple- 
ment to  an  ordinance  for  the  appointment  of  a  Register  of  the  city  and 
prescribing  his  duties,"  and  respectfully  request  you  to  reconsider  and 
pass  the  same.  Actuated  by  a  deep  sense  of  the  importance  of  the 
principle  involved  in  the  bill,  we  are  induced  to  deviate  from  the  ordi- 
nary routine  of  intercourse  between  the  two  branches,  and  state  in  a 
few  words  the  reasons  which  have  induced  us  to  pass  the  bill,  and  by 
which  we  hope  to  influence  your  decision  upon  the  reconsideration  of 
this  question.  With  the  fact  before  us,  that  the  extensive  bank  ac- 
count of  this  corporation  has  been  heretefore  kept  in  an  institution 
which  does  not  allow  interest  upon  deposites  of  any  description,  and 
t  3  further  knowledge  that  there  are  institutions  which  do  allow  in- 
terest upon  deposites  and  current  accounts,  it  becomes  a  question  with 
us,  whether  we  would  better  promote  the  interest  of  our  common  con- 
stituents, by  taking  advantage  of  the  offer  of  interest  upon  our  cur- 
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rent  account,  or  permitting  it  to  remain  in  its  present  situation  with- 
out interest.  As  a  simple  proposition  it  would  seem  that  but  one  an- 
swer could  be  returned.  Difficulties  were  suggested,  however,  which 
were  maturely  considered,  and  either  absolutely  removed  or  provided 
for  in  the  enactments  of  the  bill. 

It  was  stated  that  we  were  under  obligations  to  the  institution  which 
had  hitherto  kept  our  account  for  their  general  punctuality  and  occa- 
sional favours.  The  very  high  character  of  that  institution  was  not 
questioned,  but  it  was  contended  on  the  other  hand,  and  a  majority  of 
our  branch  agreed  in  the  position,  that  the  obligation  was  reciprocated, 
and  that  what  was  due  from  us  for  favors  rendered,  was  cancelled  by 
the  value  of  the  account  itself;  and  it  was  also  considered  that  we 
mi^ht  not  be  justified  in  evincing  our  gratitude  at  the  cost  of  our  con- 
stituents.

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Mayor,  which 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Fire  Companies. 

MAYOR'S  OFFICE,  Baltimore, 

March  16th,  1832. 

Gentlemen  of  the  First  Branch  of  the  City  Coimcil — - 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  to  "be  informed  why  I  convened 
the  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  and  Standing  Committees  of  the  se- 
veral Fire  Companies  in  May  last,  in  the  City  Hall,  &c." — I  have  the 
honor  to  observe  that  the  cause  was  communicated  to  the  gentlemen 
who  assembled  on  that  occasion,  and  if  my  memory  serves  me,  there 
was  a  representation  from  every  fire  company  in  the  city.  I  cannot 
at  this  distant  day,  give  you  the  particulars,  but  certain  irregularities; 
calculated  in  my  opinion,  and  that  of  others,  who  I  consulted,  to  de- 
stroy the  harmony,  and  future  usefulness  of  the  fire  department  in  our 
eity,  made  it  imperative  on  me,  to  use  every  means  in  my  power  to  ar- 
rest the  evil,  and  prevent  if  possible  its  recurrence.  The  subject 
matter  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  one  member  from  each  fire 
company,  who  reported  certain  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  fire  companies,  and  those  regulations  were  submitted  to 
their  respective  companies  — Twelve  out  of  the  whole  number  (being 
fifteen,)  informedrVie  by  letter  of  their  having  acceded  to  the  arrange- 
ment. The  remaining  three  companies  did  not  agree  to  the  terms  of 
the  association  at  that  time — if  they  have  since,  I  have  not  been  in- 
formed of  it — -l  can  only  say  I  hope  they  have,  as  harmony  is  indis- 
pensable with  a  body  of  men  who  expose  themselves  to  cold,  and  heat-, 
in  labouring  to  protect  the  property  of  their  fellow-citizens. — And 
furthermore,  regularity  is  necessary  in  order  to  secure  the  attendance 
of  many  of  the  oldest  firemen  now  living  amongst  us,  and  whose  expe- 
rience is  highly  beneficial,  but  they  are  unwilling  to  witness  any  dimi- 
nution of  the  high  standing,  heretofore  held  by  the  fire  companies  of 
our  city. 

Another  reason  why  I  hope  they  will  all  harmonise,  is  the  fact,  that 
damage,  and  danger,  attends  the  praetice  of  running  the  apparatus  on 
the  foot  pavements;  the  subject  was  thought  by  me  to  be  of  sufficient  im- 
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portance  to  call  pour  attention  to  it,  in  my  annual  communication. — 
That  part  of  my  communication  was  referred  to  a  committee,  and  they 
reported,  that  as  the  several  fire  companies  had  recmily  adopted  some 
efficient  measures  to  correct  this  inconvenience,  and  to  remove  any 
further  complaints,  they  thought  therefore  no  further  legislation  upon 
that  subject  was  necessary  and  desired  to  be  discharged  from  the 
further  consideration  thereof. — If,  however,  the  association  is  incom- 
plete, it  cannot  be  effective;  and  consequently  the  evil  will  not  be  re- 
medied by  them — I  therefore  take  this  opportunity  of  again  calling 
your  attention  to  that  matter,  as  one  well  worthy  your  particular  no- 
tice.

The  joint  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  for  the 
purpose  of  enquiring  into  the  expediency  of  this  corporation  adopting 
some  measures  to  effect  a  removal  of  the  obstructions  in  the  river  Sus- 
quehannah,  erected  under  authority  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 

Report,  That  believing  that  the  interests  and  rights  of  our  citizens 
are  involved  in  this  question,  they  have  given  it  that  deliberate  atten- 
tion which  its  importance  requires;  and  we  would  ask  the  attention  of 
the  Council  to  a  brief  account  of  the  state  of  the  difficulties  referred 
to.  The  Susquehanna  river,  from  the  earliest  settlement  of  the  coun- 
try, has  been  used  by  those  residing  on  its  borders  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  the  products  of  their  own  industry,  and  as  the  channel  for  re- 
ceiving from  the  seaboard  such  articles  as  their  convenience  required. 
This  right  of  navigating  such  streams  as  pass  through  their  own  soil, 
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seems  to  have  been  viewed  by  them  as  a  sound  principle,  sanctioned 
by  the  enlightened  judgment  of  mankind,  and  essentially  necessary  to 
the  commercial  intercourse  between  neighbouring  provinces.  This  is 
peculiarly  the  case  under  our  happy  form"  of  government,  strengthen- 
ed as  it  has  been,  by  the  union,  under  one  government,  of  the  different 
States;  and  by  which  the  free  and  unobstructed  navigation  of  their 
rivers  is  calculated  to  develope  their  resources,  increase  their  weakh 
and  power,  and  promote  the  happiness  of  their  respective  citizens; 
and  by  binding  the  States  more  closely  together,  unite  their  interests 
into  one,  and  render  tbem  members  of  the  same  family,  citizens  of  the 
same  republic. 

The  Legislature  of  Maryland,  at  its  session  in  1799,  passed  an  act 
incorporating  a  Company  to  make  a  Canal  from  the  river  Delaware  to 
the  Chesapeake  Bay,  accompanied  by  a  provision  that  the  said  act  of 
Incorporation  should  be  of  no  force  or  effect  until  a  law  should  be 
passed  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  declaring  the  river  Susquehan- 
nah  a  public  highway,  and  authorising  individuals  or  bodies  corpo- 
rate, to  remove  any  obstructions  therein. 

The  State  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  year  1801,  also  passed  an  act  to 
incorporate  the  said  Canal  Company,  and,  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
dition contained  in  the  act  of  Maryland,  expressly  declared,  "  That 
the  Susquehanna  river,  clown  to  the  Maryland  line,  shall  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  declared,  to  be  a  public  highway,  any  act  or  law  of 
tins  commonwealth  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  and  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  Chesapeake  and  Delaware  Ct*nal  Company,  or 
any  other  body  corporate,  or  individuals,  to  remove  all  natural  and 
artificial  obstructions  therefrom."  In  following  out  the  same  friendly 
and  liberal  course  which  has  always  characterised  the  State  of  Ma- 
ryland in  her  intercourse  with  her  sister  States,  the  Legislature  of 
Maryland  at  their  Session  of  1313,  declared,  that  in  consideration  of 
the  act  of  Pennsylvania  of  1801,  the  Susquehanna  river,  from  the  Ma- 
ryland line  to  the  Chesapeake,  should  forever  be  a  public  highway, 
and  gave  (he  same  authority  for  the  removal  of  obstructions  therein. 

Your  committee  have  thus  entered  into  the  details  of  these  legisla- 
tive enactments,  that  the  Council,  and  our  citizens,  if  necessary,  should 
understand  the  ground  upon  which  this  matter  rests ;  that  the  Canal 
Company  was  incorporated  upon  the  express  condition,  that  the  Sus- 
quehanna river  should  forever  be  a  public  highway ;  and  that  without 
this  condition  being  complied  with  by  an  enactment  or  declaration  of 
Pennsylvania  in  accordance  with  it,  the  charter  of  that  company  would 
not  have  been  granted.  Let  us  examine  the  subject  still  further :  The 
citizens  of  this  state,  confiding  in  the  declaration  made  by  the  enact- 
ments of  two  of  the  States  through  whose  territory  tlus  river  passes, 
have  expended  large  sums  in  improving  tire  bed  of  this  river,  to  pre- 
serve its  navigation  free  and  unobstructed  ;  and  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  under  the  belief  of  the  importance  of  accom- 
plishing this  object,  have  themselves  expended  the  sum  of  $23,000  in 
removing  obstructions  therefrom.    Having  expended  this  large  sum, 
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it  becomes  a  matter  of  considerable  interest,  that  we  shoukl  look  with 
a  careful  eye  to  see  that  it  has  not  been  uselessly  expended,  or  ren- 
dered so  by  any  improper  or  unwarrantable  obstructions. 

It  is  known  to  most  of  the  citizens  of  Baltimore,  that  there  has  been 
erected  under  authority  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  a  number  of  ob- 
structions in  and  across  the  Susquehanna  river;  that  she  has  caused  to 
be  constructed  three  dams  entirely  across  that  river,  of  heavy  timber 
and  masonry,  and  not  less  than  eight  feet  above  the  brd  of  that  river: 
one  at  a  place  called  Duncan's  Island,  another  at  a  place  called  Sham- 
okin,  and  the  third  at  or  near  a  place  called  Nanticoke  :  that  these 
dams  prevent  the  descent  of  boats  or  arks  down  the  river,  except  by 
a  dangerous  sluice,  which  has  occasioned  great  los's  to  many  of  our  cit- 
izens interested  in  the  trade  of  that  river,  and  which  have  obliged  some 
of  them  to  abandon  it  altogether. 

That  the  erection  of  these  dams  is  a  direct  infraction  of  the  terms 
upon  which  the  Canal  Company  was  incorporated  ;  in  express  viola- 
tion of  the  declaration  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  declar- 
ing said  river  forever  a  public  highway,  and  that  they  are  a  great  and 
serious  injury  to  many  of  our  citizens,  will  no!  be  denied  by  any  im- 
partial mind.  The  Legislature  of  Maryland  viewing  this  subject  in 
the  same  light,  appointed  Commissioners  to  protest  to  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania  against  the  continuance  of  these  obstructions,  l>ut  with- 
out effect.  At  the  present  session  they  have  referred  the  subject  to  the 
Governor  and  Council,  with  authority  to  direct  the  Attorney  General 
to  institute  such  proceedings  as  in  their  opinion  the  subject  requires. 

We  are  unacquainted  with  the  disposition  and  feelings  of  our  citi- 
zens if  they  will  tamely  submit  to  the  injustice  and  oppression  of  allow- 
ing these  obstructions  to  their  trade  with  the  Susquehanna  country 
to  continue  without  an  effort  to  obtain  their  removal.  As  their  direct 
representatives,  we  trust  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  will  feel  them- 
selves called  upon  to  act  uopn  the  subject  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
consider  their  interest  require'.  We  believe  that  nothing  but  some 
vigorous  measures  will  accomplish  this  object,  for  the  citizens , of  Bal- 
timore-have already  experienced  too  much  of  that  predominating  in- 
fluence of  a  rival  interest,  which  has  always  had  sufficient  power  to 
continue  these  oppressions  against  all  the  remonstrances  which  have 
been  urged  against  them,  to  think  their  repetition  will  be  respected, 
and  believing  that  the  trade  of  that  river  is  important  to  the  citizens 
of  Baltimore,  inasmuch  as  many  of  them  have  invested  large  funds  in 
objects  which  would  be  rendered  useless  without  the  navigation  of  the 
Susquehanna  remaining  unimpeded;  we  offer  the  subjoined  resolu- 
tion.

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Resolved,  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a 
committee  of  three  from  the  First  and  two  from  the  Second  Branch, 
be  appointed  to  prepare  and  present  a  memorial  to  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  and  Council  of  Maryland,  praying  them  to  instruct  the  At- 
torney General  of  the  State  to  procure  an  injunction  to  prevent  the  re- 
pairing the  dams  and  obstructions,  now  in  part  removed  by  the  late 
flood  in  the  Susquehannah  river,  and  also  an  injunction  to  prevent  the 
use  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Delaware  Canal,  or  any  part  thereof,  until 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  under  which 
the  charter  of  said  Canal  Company  was  granted  by  the  State  of  Ma- 
ryland, by  removing  effectually  and  entirely  the  three  dam3  erected  , 
under  authority  of  said  State  in  the  river  Susquehanna,  and  by  that 
means  rendering  the  river  again  a  public  highway. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  report  the  result  of  their  application^ 
made  in  conformity  to  the  preceding  resolution,  to  the  next  annual 
session  of  the  City  Council. 

Mr.  Hubbard  from  the  committee  delivered  the  following  report 
and  resolution,  which  was  read  a  first  time  and  laid  on  the  table. 

The  committee  on  the  Harbour,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  G.  W.  Miller  and  others,  complaining  of  an  overflow  of  water  from 
Jones'  Falls,  and  suggesting  a  remedy  therefor;  and  also  a  resolution 
from  the  first  Branch  on  the  same  subject  respectfully  report, 

That  having  given  to  the  subject  that  mature  and  deliberate  consi- 
deration, to  which,  from  its  great  importance,  it  was  justly  entitled; 
they  are  of  opinion,  that  whilst  the  remedy  suggested  by  the  petition- 
ers, might  possibly  prevent  the  future  recurrence  of  the  particular 
grievance,  still  that  the  application  of  the  preventive,  would  be  fol- 
lowed by  the  most  serious  inconveniences  to  the  city  at  large. 

The  petitioners  suggest  that  the  course  of  the  Falls  should  be 
straightened  near  the  point  of  its  junction  with  the  basin.  If  that 
plan  were  carried  into  effect,  we  must  in  order  to  maintain  that  im- 
portant link  of  connection  between  the  Eastern  and  Western  sections 
of  the  city,  erect  a  suitable  bridge  ;  which  would  of  itself  be  an  ob- 
struction to  the  free  passage  of  the  water  or  ice  in  extraordinary 
freshets,  and  occasion  a  repetition  of  the  inconveniences  so  justly 
complained  of.  The  committee  have  also  considered,  that  the  Har- 
bour would  be  seriously  prejudiced  by  such  a  change,  inasmuch  as  the 
sediment  which  now  remains  in  the  Falls  in  consequence  of  the  ob- 
struction interposed  to  its  further  passage  by  this  very  curvature  of 
its  course,  would  in  the  event  of  its  being  straightened,  pass  freely 
and  entirely  into  the  1!  arbour.  The  committee  cannot  therefore  re- 
commend the  adoption  of  this  suggestion. 

But  are  the  petitioners  consequently  to  go  without,  relief?  It  is 
true,  the  evil  of  which  they  complain,  happens  but  rarely  and  at  long 
intervals, — It  is  true,  that  its  late  occurrence  may  be  attributable  in 
part  to  the  extreme  and  almost  unprecedented  seventy  oTthe  past  sea- 
son; still  it  may  occur  again,  and  the  petitioners,  as  well  from  consi- 
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derations  attaching  to  their  personal  respectability,  as  from  motives 
of  public  policy,  are^ntitled  to  the  assistance  of  the  corporation, 
when  it  can  be  rendered  without  greater  injury  to  the  city  at  large. 
Believing  that  the  city  commissioners,  if  they  had  the  means  at  their 
disposal,  might,  greatly  diminish,  if  they  could  not  entirely  prevent  any 
future  overflow  of  the  Falls,  upon  the  property  of  the  petitioners,they 
recommend  the  subjoined  resolution  to  the  favourable  consideration 
of  the  Councils,  it  being  substantially  the  same  as  the  one  referred  to 
us  from  the  first  Branch.

or, for  the  amount  of  any  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  in  any  such 
service. 

Mr.  Louderman  presented  the  petition  of  John  Miskimmon  and  o- 
thers,  praying  an  advance  of  wages  for  scraping  the  streets,  which 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Health. 

The  branch  then  adjourned  until  Monday  afternoon.

thorising the  Register  to  do  a  certain  act" — a  "resolution  for  building 
a  tunnel  over  Harford  run,  at  Monument  street" — and  a  "resolution 
relating  to  an  act  of  assembly  therein  mentioned."

Gentlemen  of  the  First  Branch  of  the  City  Council. 

In  conformity  with  your  request,  to  be  informed  what  difficul- 
ties, if  any,  exist  in  enforcing  the  ordinances  relative  to  placing  ob- 
structions onDugan's  and  M'Elderry's  wharves,"  I  have  the  honor  to 
inform  you,  that  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  Corporation,  as  ex- 
pressed in  resolution  No.  6,  approved  January  24th,  1831,  I  effected 
an  arrangement  with  Cumberland  Dugan,  Esq.  for  the  repairs  of  Mar- 
ket space  wharf,  then  in  a  dilapidated  state — that  by  said  arrangement 
the  expenses  about  to  be  incurred  were  to  be  paid  by  the  party  in 
whose  favour  the  Chancellor  of  Maryland  might  then  award  the  right 
to  collect  wharfage  upon  said  wharf.  The  City  Commissioners  were 
ordered  by  me  to  make  the  repairs,  and  the  cost  of  them  as  shewn  by 
the  Register's  summary,  was  twenty-two  hundred  and  sixty-two  dollars 
and  seventy-six  cents — That  a  short  time  before  the  completion  of  the 
repairs,  I  was  furnished  with  the  decision  of  the  Chancellor,  which 
went  to  prohibit  either  Cumberland  Dugan,  esq.  or  the  Mayor  and  City 
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Council  of  Baltimore,  from  collecting  wharfage  upon  said  wharves — 
We  had,  however,  entered  into  contracts  with  certain  individuals  to 
make  the  repairs,  and  they  had  very  far  progressed  in  completing  the 
work;  we  were  therefore  compelled  to  have  it  finished.   Shortly  after 
that  time,  a  communication  was  handed  to  me,  signed  by  Robert  Arm- 
strong and  twenty-five  others,  owners  and  occupiers  of  property  on 
M'Elderry's  and  Dugan's  wharves,  requesting  me  to  require  the  Har- 
bour Master  to  arrange.  :and  move  the  vessels  in  Market  space  dock, 
&c.  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  ordinances  of  the  city — which  ordi- 
nances also  give  to  him  a  compensation  for  the  duties  required.  Be- 
ing desirous  of  accommodating  the  citizens  who  had  made  the  commu- 
nication, and  all  others  doing  business  on  those  wharves,  I  immediate- 
ly consulted  with  some  of  them,  as  to  the  best  course  to  be  pursued, 
and  came  to  the  conclusion  in  my  own  mind,  that  to  let  the  wharf  re- 
main as  it  now  is,  without  any  authority  to  collect,  or  any  time  speci- 
fied, for  the  vessels  to  remain  in  the  dock,  would  be  highly  injurious 
to  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  property  fronting  on  those  wharves — in 
which  opinion  I  was  strengthened  by  a  great  many  of  those  gentlemen. 
We  concluded  that  a  'public  wharf  was  but  another  term  for  a  public 
nuisance — That  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  ought  to  keep 
the  dock  of  a  sufficient  depth  of  water,  and  the  wharves  in  repair,  and 
to  collect  wharfage  upon  the  same,  to  enable  them  to  do  so,  and  nine- 
tenths  of  the  proprietors  were  willing  to  solicit  the  legislature  to  give 
that  power  to  the  Corporation.    On  my  part  I  offered  (in  considera- 
tion of  their  willingness  to  join  in  an  application  to  the  legislature)  to 
direct  the  Harbour  Master  to  attend  to  the  duty  in  the  same  manner  he 
had  done  heretofore,  when  paid  for  it;  and  that  I  would  communicate 
the  fact  to  the  Councils  at  their  annual  session,  and  solicit  for  him  a 
fair  remuneration  for  the  services  rendered — So  confident  were  we  all 
of  having  made  an  arrangement  mutually  advantageous,  that  a  memo- 
rial was  drawn  and  signed  by  Mr.  John  DifTenderffer,  and  a  number 
of  other  property  holders,  but  it  was  arrested  by  the  refusal  of  Mr. 
Robert  Armstrong  to  sign  the  memorial.    I  called  upon  him  myself,  af- 
ter I  heard  of  his  declining  to  join  his  neighbours  in  their  effort  to  re- 
Store  order  among  the  vessels,  &c,  and  to  my  astonishment,  he  stated 
to  me  for  the  first  time,  that  he  was  desirous  of  collecting  the  wharf- 
age himself,  and  as  he  was  the  owner  of  several  houses  fronting  on  the 
wharves,  he  thought  they  (the  proprietors)  had  the  best  right  to  col- 
lect the  wharfage,  and  further,  that  he  had  thought  of  the  subject,  and 
was  determined  to  apply  to  the  legislature  for  permission  to  collect 
wharfage,  &c.  &c.    Finding  there  was  no  longer  a  probability  of  our 
acting  harmoniously  upon  the  subject,  I  declined  giving  the  instructions 
to  the  Harbour  Master  as  proposed — and  the  consequence  has  been,  a 
good  deal  of  interruption  in  the  business  of  the  wharves — It  however 
is  no  more  than  was  calculated  upon  by  many  of  the  property -holders, 
and  was  stated  to  Mr.  Armstrong  as  likely  to  be  the  situation  of  this 
property,  if  permitted  to  remain  a  public  ivharf — in  the  manner  con* 
templated  by  the  decree  of  the  Chancellor. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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The  enrolled  ordinance  relative  to  an  act  of  assembly  shutting  up  a 
part  of  Holland  street,  and  the  resolution  authorizing  the  City  Com- 
missioners to  receive  certain  pumps,  were  this  day  handed  to  the  May- 
or for  approval. 

Mr.  Alricks  presented  the  memorial  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susque- 
hanna Rail  Road  Company  for  permission  to  extend  their  track  of 
rail  road  from  its  present  depot,  to  Pratt  street,  and- from  thence  to  tide 
water;  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Rail  Roads. 

The  resolution  discharging  the  committee  on  the  Harbour  from  fur- 
ther considering  the  memorial  of  Robert  Taylor  and  others,  was  read 
a  second  time,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hubbard,  it  was  recommitted. 

Mr.  Munroe  from  the  committee,  delivered  the  following  report  and 
resolution,  which  was  read  a  first  time  and  laid  on  the  table. 

The  joint  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposals  of  James 
Wilson  and  John  M'Kim,  jr.  for  the  purchase  of  the  property  of  the 
city  on  Holliday  street,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
are  of  opinion  that  neither  ought  to  be  accepted,  believing  the  proper- 
ty in  question  to  be  worth  much  more  than  the  highest  offer  made, 
$,7 100.  The  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  said  property 
be  offered  for  sale  by  public  auction  under  the  authority  of  the  Regis- 
ter at  such  time  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  Mayor  and  the  Presidents 
of  the  two  branches  of  the  Council  may  deem  most  advisable  for  the 
interest  of  the  city.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Jenkins,  the  branch  went  into  committee  of  the 
whole,  Mr.  Hubbard  in  the  chair. 

The  Committee  after  sitting  some  time,  rose  and  reported  the  bill  as 
amended,  which  was  read  a  second  time. 

Mr.  Alricks  moved  to  lay  the  bill  on  the  table,  which  was  dissented 
from. 

The  bill  was  then  passed  and  sent  to  the  Second  Branch. 
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The  amendment  proposed  by  the  Second  Branch  to  the  resolution 
for  building  abridge  at  the  junction  of  Hillen  and  Pleasant  street,  was 
read  a  second  time. 

Mr.  Sanders  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  striking  out  the 
words  "on  or  before  the  1st  June  next,"  in  the  4th  line,  which  was 
concurred  in. 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  amendments  and  dissented  from. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sanders  a  message  was  sent  to  the  Second  Branch 
requesting  a  committee  of  conference,  and  appointing  for  this  branch 
Messrs.  Sanders,  Dushane  and  Hanson. 

Mr.  Alricks  from  the  committee  delivered  the  following  reports  and 
resolutions,  which  were  read  a  first  time  and  laid  on  the  table. 

The  join'  committee  on  Streets,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  Geo.  M.  Gill  and  others  relative  to  walling  that  part  of  Harford  run 
passing  over  the  bed  of  Canal  street  from  Pitt  to  Orleans  street,  re- 
spectfully Report,  that  by  a  standing  ordinance  of  the  corporation  one 
thousand  dollars  was  annually  appropriated  to  this  object,  until  last 
year,  when  the  deficiency  in  the  funds  of  the  corporation  rendered  it 
necessary  to  discontinue  this  appropriation. 

As  this  part  of  the  run  has  been  located  in  the  centre  of  a  public 
street  it  is  impossible  that  any  improvements  could  be  made  thereon, 
without  the  run's  first  being  walled,  so  as  to  protect  private  property 
from  the  injuries  occasioned  by  the  washings  and  overflowings  of  the 
stream. 

The  standing  ordinance  upon  this  subject  was  passed  in  consequence 
of  the  original  bed  of  this  run  being  changed  from  Eden  street  to  its 
present  location,  to  the  great  injury  of  private  property.  At  present 
no  improvement  can  take  place  upon  this  stream  without  its  being 
walled,  which  would  protect  private  property,  and  secure  the  health 
of  the  neighbourhood  against  the  effects  of  stagnant  water.  Your 
committee  therefore  report  the  appropriation  which  was  authorised 
under  the  standing  ordinance,  and  which  will  suffice  for  one  square. 


Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
City  Commissioners  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  directed, 
to  wall  up  Harford  run,  on  Canal  street;  and  to  pave  the  bottom  of 
the  same,  from  Pitt  to  Holland  street,  in  a  similar  manner  to  that  south

Mr.  Hanson  from  the  committee,  presented  the  following,  which  was 
read  a  first  time  and  laid  on  the  table. 

The  joint  committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  William  Patterson,  Esq.  relative  to  a  claim  against  this  corporation 
for  the  ground  occupied  by  the  abutment  of  the  draw  bridge, — Re- 
port: 

That  after  a  full  and  laborious  examination  of  the  claim  as  set  forth 
in  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner;  and  after  reference  to  the  original  re- 
cord of  the  City  Commissioners,  for  the  year  1810,  it  fully  appears, 
that  investigation  under  oath  being  had,  arising  out  of  an  appeal  from 
an  establishment  of  the  aforesaid  Commissioners  by  a  certain  Thomas 
Barnett,  attorney  in  fact  for  Thomas  Tenant,  and  John  Lee,  to  the  then 
Mayor  of  the  city,  the  late  Edward  Johnson,  a  warrant,  dated  22d 
March,  was  issued  to  five  gentlemen,  viz:  Messrs.  James  Ellicott,  Ro- 
bert Walsh,  David  Williamson,  Thos.  Cole,  and  Thos.  McElderry, 
who,  after  being  duly  sworn,  proceeded  to  the  duties  of  their  appoint- 
ment, to  review  the  act,  or  establishment,  of  the  said  City  Commission- 
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ers;  and  after  two  several  meetings  did  substantially  confirm  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  aforesaid  Commissioners,  locating  and  fixing  a  stone  as

provisions  of  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  permit  the  Balti- 
more and  Susquehannah  Rail  Road  Company  to  extend  branches  of 
said  road  within  the  city  of  Baltimore,"  and  cause  to  be  executed  a 
complete  and  particular  map  or  plat  of  the  whole  of  the  said  property, 
exhibiting  the  manner  in  which  it  shall  have  been  laid  off  in  lots,  and 
sign  the  said  map  or  plat  with  the  whole  or  a  majority  of  their  names, 
and  deposit  it  in  the  office  of  the  City  Register.  Provided,  that  if  the 
said  Rail  Road  company  do  not  complete  the  branch  rail-way  leading 
to  the  said  property,  before  the  15th  day  of  July  next,  and  erect  and 
finish  the  said  depot  before  the  first  day  of  June,  1833,  then  the  said 
Commissioners  may  sell  the  said  acre,  first  dividing  into  lots,  so  as  to 
make  it  produce  the  greatest  amount  of  money. 

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  a  board  of  Assessors  shall  be 
appointed  in  the  following  manner,  and  for  the  following  purposes,  to 
wit:  two  by  a  convention  of  the  two  branches  of  the  City  Council,  and 
two  by  the  School  Commissioners,  all  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of 
the  Eleventh  or  Twelfth  Wards,  north  of  Baltimore  street,  who  shall 
meet  upon  and  examine  the  said  property  after  the  sale  thereof,  or  of  a- 
ny  portion  of  it,  and  after  careful  investigation  and  inquiry  of  the  pur- 
chasers and  others,  report  in  writing  to  the  Mayor  for  the  information 
of  the  Councils  at  their  next  annual  session  thereafter,  whether,  ac- 
cording to  their  best  judgment,  the  said  property  has  increased  in  va- 
lue in  consequence  of  the  actual  or  contemplated  location  of  a  depot 
thereupon — and  also  what  amount  of  money  the  whole  four  acres  would 
have  produced,  if  there  had  been  no  depot,  nor  no  intention  to  locate 
one  upon  or  near  the  said  property.

qually  divided  and  unable  to  agree,  they  may  call  a  fifth  person,  being 
a  resident  as  aforesaid;  and  the  said  assessors  shall  be  compensated  for 
their  services  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  perdiemfov  each,  for  every  day 
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they  may  be  actually  engaged  about  the  said  business,  to  be  paid  by 
the  school  Commissioners. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Morris  the  bill  was  then  laid  on  the  table. 

The  resolution  discharging  the  committee  on  Health  on  the  petition 
of  William  Armor  and  others,  was  read  a  second  time.  Mi*.  Sanders 
moved  to  strike  out  all  after  the  word  "resolved,"  and  to  insert  the  fol- 
lowing:

Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  lighting  the  City — 

Sir,  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the22d  inst.  addressed  to  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Gas  Com- 
pany, communicating  an  order  which  has  passed  the  First  Branch  of 
the  City  Council,  instructing  the  Committee  on  Lamps  "  to  enquire 
and  report  the  reasons  why  the  Gas  Lamps  of  the  City  do  not  give  the 
steady,  equal  and  constant  light  contemplated  by  the  Councils  when 
they  authorised  their  erection,  and  whether  any  and  what  deductions 
has  ben  made  in  the  charge  against  the  city  for  those  Lamps." 

In  reply,  I  beg  leave  to  state,  that  this  Company  is  not  aware  that 
the  Gas  Lamps  have  in  general  "  failed  to  give  the  steady,  equal  and 
constant  light  contemplated  by  the  Council?,"  and  the  applications 
which  are  from  time  to  time  made  for  Gas,  in  lieu  of  Oil  Lamps,  go  to 
show  that  r.uch  is  not  the  general  impression.  It  is  true  that  the  sup- 
ply of  Gas  was  in  some  cases  interrupted  by  obstructions  in  the  pipes 
occasioned  by  the  severe  frosts  of  last  winter, — but  whenever  the 
Captains  of  the  Watch  reported  the  existence  of  such  cases  the  ob- 
structions were  removed  on  the  day  when  such  report  was  made,  ex- 
cept in  two  or  three  instances  where,  owing  to  peculiar  circumstances, 
it  was  found  impossible  to  have  the  obstructions  removed  so  prompt- 

No  "  Deductions  have  been  made  in  the  charge  against  the  City 
for  the  use  of  those  Lamps,"  nor  has  the  City  been  charged  for  the 
lights  which  have  been  furnished  for  the  public  convenience  at  the 
Watch  House  and  elsewhere. 

This  Company  regret  that  in  a  small  section  the  Gas  Lamps  have 
not  given  so  brilliant  a  light  as  they  do  in  the  residue  of  the  city. — 
The  alterations  which  the  Company  are  now  making  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  their  works,  will,  it  is  believed,  enable  them  in  a  short  time 
to  furnish  the  section  alluded  to  with  lights  fully  equal  to  any  other  in 
the  city;  and  they  hope  that  the  great  expense  which  the  Company 
have  encountered  in  order  to  accomplish  this  object,  will  be  received 
by  the  Councils  as  evidence  of  their  determination  to  make  every  ef- 
fort to  give  general  satisfaction.

Report — That  at  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland 
of  1817,  an  act  was  passed  entitled  --An  act  relating  to  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore," providing  for  the  appointment  of  Commissioners  to  lay  off 
such  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  as  they  shall  deem  proper  and  conveni- 
ent— that  among*  the  powers  vested  in  the  said  commissioners,  they 
were  authorised  to  contract  for  and  lay  out  such  and  so  many  parcels 
of  ground  within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  as  they  might  judge  convenient 
and  necessary  to  be  used  for  public  purposes.  By  virtue  of  the  pow- 
ers granted  them  in  pursuance  of  said  act  of  assembly,  they  proceeded 
to  survey  and  lay  out  a  lot  of  ground  at  the  intersection  of  Howard, 
Richmond,  Garden  and  Biddle  streets,  for  a  market  house,  which  lot 
of  ground  is  laid  off  on  the  plat  of  the  city  in  the  Commissioners'  of- 
fice, but  has  never  been  condemned  and  made  public,  and  the  owners 
being  subject  to  great  inconvenience  and  loss  in  consequence  of  the  si- 
tuation of  it,  the  act  of  assembly  providing  that  any  improvements  e- 
rected  upon  any  of  the  ground  laid  off  by  the  Commissioners,  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  any  damages  in  case  they  shall  thereafter  be  used  for 
public  purposes.  The  proprietors  state,  that  in  consequence  of  this 
state  of  their  property,  they  are  unable  to  dispose  of  it,  and  they  are 
also  prevented  improving  it.  Your  committee  believing  that  the  situ- 
ation of  the  property  is  oppressive  upon  the  proprietors,  and  the  own- 
ers of  the  property  in  the  vicinity  having  procured  the  passage  of  the 
law  referred  to  our  consideration,  by  which  they  are  to  be  assessed  to 
its  value  in  the  same  manner  as  for  the  opening  of  streets,  thereby  ren- 
dering the  lot  public,  so  that' the  Mayor  and  City  Council  may,  when 
they  should  think  proper,  erect  a  market  house  thereon,  without  be- 
ing subject  to  the  expense  of  the  lot,  and  the  law  being  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  for  the  reasons  which  we 
have  here  stated,  we  would  recommend  that  the  act  of  assembly  be  ap- 
proved, and  for  that  purpose  submit  the  accompanying  ordinance.

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Mayoi . 

MAYOR'S  OFFICE,  Baltimore, 
March  27th,  1832. 
Gentlemen  of  the  First  Branch  of  the  City  Council — 

I  have  had  the  bill  entitled  A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  enti- 
tled "An  ordinance  relative  to  Flying  Horses,  &c."  under  considera- 
tion, and  upon  mature, reflection,  I  return  it  to  you,  as  I  cannot  ap- 
prove of  it,  in  its  present  shape; 

If  the  statements  made  in  April  last,  to  the  Council  and  to  myself, 
by  many  of  our  fellow-citizens,  be  correct,  (of  which  I  have  no  rea- 
son to  doubt)  those  that  were  then  in  operation,  were  a  source  of  con- 
siderable annoyance  to  their  respective  neighborhoods,  and  injurious 
to  the  morals  of  the  community.  That  they  collected  together  young 
and  old,  and  many  of  the  most  dissolute  characters  that  inhabit  our  ci- 
ty— the  young  were  contaminated  by  the  language  and  manners  of 
those  more  advanced  in  life,  in  pursuit  of  an  amusement  said  to  be  fas- 
cinating to  the  young,  particularly  boys.  Those  considerations  I  pre- 
sume were  the  cause  of  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  prohibiting  them 
altogether,  which  was  approved  22d  April,  1831.  By  the  bill  now 
under  consideration,  their  re-establishment  is  authorised  under  certain 
restrictions.  The  provisions  of  the  bill  are  exceedingly  onerous,  and 
calculated  to  create  displeasure,  and  ill-will  towards  the  neighbours, 
if  they  are  disposed  to  resist  the  importunities  of  the  applicant  for  per- 
mission to  erect  an  establishment  of  .Flying  Horses,  &c.  in  their  imme- 
diate neighborhood.  If,  however,  permission  were  obtained,  then  one 
hundred  dollars  is  required  for  the  license,  and  yet  the  Mayor  is  to  • 
have  the  power  of  annulling  said  license  whenever  he  pleases.  Would 
not  this  be  injustice?  After  a  man  had  incurred  the  expense  of  an  es- 
tablishment of  the  kind,  and  pai&his  license,  When  improprieties  should 
occur,  as  they  have  done  heretofore,  and  no  doubt  will  again,  and  the 
neighbors  and  citizens  generally  make  formal  complaints,  that  then  the 
license  should  be  revoked.  This  I  conceive  a  greater  abridgment  of 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  tiiose  who  may  think  proper  to  erect  such 
establishments,  than  to  prohibit  them  'altogether,  as  is  the  case  at  pre- 
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sent  here,  and  in  New  York,  and  as  I  am  informed,  in  the  large  citief 
of  the  United  States  generally. 

I  therefore  return  you  the  bill,  and  remain, 
Very  respectfully,  yours,  &c.

I  have  received  a  copy  of  the  resolution  passed  ,by  the 
First  Branch  City  Council,  on  the  22d  inst.  requiring  the  "Director  of 
the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail  road  Company  on  the  part  of  the 
city,  to  inform  them  whether  the  company  has  adopted  any  measures 
to  suspend,  or  abandon,  the  intention  of  extending  their  road  to  the  Ci- 
ty Block,  and  Alms  House  property,  and  if  any  such  measures  have 
been  adopted,  and  the  reasons  for  causing  such  adoption.1' 

In  answer  thereto,  I  have  the  honor  to  state,  that  the  company  have 
not  adopted,  any  measure  to  suspend,  or  abandon,  their  intention  of  ex- 
tending the  rail  road  to  the  City  Block,  and  the  Alms  House;  on  the 
contrary,  the  Board  of  Directors  have  never  lost  sight  for  a  momentof 
these  important  branches,  and  they  will  be  constructed  as  soon  as  prac- 
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ticable,  consistently  with  the  interests  of  the  company,  and  when  call- 
ed for  by  the  public  convenience.  The  leading  features  and  the  poli- 
cy of  this  company  has  been  to  push  their  works  as  far  as  practicable 
into  the  country,  in  order  to  insure  a  full  participation  in  the  trade 
which  now  reaches  the  city  through  the  ordinary  channels  of  commu- 
nication. 

The  extension  and  completion  of  the  branches  within  the  city,  must 
necessarily  be  postponed,  to  the  accomplishment  of  an  object  of  such 
primary  importance— whilst  there  can  be  no  doubt,  but  that  these  con- 
structions will  be  accomplished,  in  full  time  to  enable  the  population 
of  the  eastern,  and  western,  parts  of  the  city  to  participate  in  the  full 
and  equal  benefits  of  the  rail  road.

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council — - 

By  an  examination  of  appropriations  already  made,  during  your 
present  session,  1  am  inclined  to  believe  the  receipts  of  the  year  will 
hardly  suffice  to  meet  the  necessary  expenditures,  consequently  there 
will  be  no  excess  out  of  which  the  debt  now  due  can  be  paid  during 
this  year.  That  debt,  as  shewn  by  the  Register's  summary,  is  twenty 
thousand  nine  hundred  dollars,  and  was  created  by  authority  of  reso- 
lution No.  36,  approved  25th  April,  1831,  and  "a  supplement  to  an 
ordinance  for  the  purposes  therein  mentioned,"  approved  23d  August, 
1831 — Eighteen  thousand  dollars  of  the  above  debt,  is  required  by  the 
resolution  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  next, and 
the  residue  on  or  before  the  first  of  July,  1833. 

After  taking  this  subject  into  consideration,  I  have  concluded  to  re- 
commend to  your  favorable  notice,  the  propriety  of  authorising  the 
commissioners  of  Finance  to  create  a  five  per  cent  stock  to  the  amount 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  by  advertising  for  a  loan'  to  that  amount, 
and  applying  the  principal  (and  premium  if  any)  to  the  payment  of  said 
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loan  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  whenever  in  their  opinion,  the  inter- 
ests of  the  city  require  it  to  be  done.

The  select  joint  committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  practicabi- 
lity and  expediency  of  diverting  the  channel  of  Jones'  Falls,  so  as  to 
carry  the  waters  thereof  into  the  Patapsco  river  at  some  other  point — 
and  further,  if  such  diversion  be  pract  icable,  to  enquire  into  the  expe- 
diency of  laying  a  track  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail  road 
on  the  present  channel  of  said  falls  to  the  mouth  thereof, 

Report,  that  they  have  examined  the  subject  matter  referred  to 
them  with  considerable  attention;  they  view  the  object  to  be  attained 
with  deep  interest,  and  highly  important  to  the  prosperity  of  the  city; 
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they  are  of  the  opinion  that  Baltimore  would  derive  lasting  benefit  by 
being  relieved  from  heavy  expenditures  and  disbursements,  if  the 
6tream  of  the  falls  could  be  diverted  from  its  present  course.  Its  pre- 
sent embankments  have  frequently  overflowed,  and  the  property  of 
our  fellow  citizens,  binding  on  and  adjacent  to  it,  entirely  inundated 
and  their  goods  destroyed;  although  the  city  authorities  have  endea- 
voured to  guard  against  it,  still  the  calamity  may  and  possibly  will 
happen  again.  It  is  equally  true,  that  at  all  times,  but  more  particu- 
larly in  times  of  freshets,  or  after  a  continuation  of  rains,  immense 
quantities  of  alluvial  are  carried  down  the  stream  and  deposited  in  the 
harbour  or  basin  of  Baltimore.  The  enormous  expenditure  of  the  re- 
venue of  the  city,  absolutely  requisite  to  preserve  it  and  render  it  use- 
ful, is  known  and  too  palpable  'to  be  questioned.  This  expenditure 
would  be  greatly  diminish  d  if  $ife  stream  of  the  falls  could  be  divert- 
ed and  carried  to  some  point  on  the  Fatapsco,  where  the  basin  or  har- 
bor could  not  be  affected. 

This  committee  have  diligently  sought  to  fix  upon  some  rational 
and  feasible  plan  for  diverting  the  stream  of  Jones'  Falls,  and  avert 
the  evil*  which  now  exist — they  are  of  opinion  that  the  stream  might 
be  carried  from  some  point  near  Messrs.  Keller  &  Forman's  mill  dam, 
and  pursuing  a  westerly  direction  until  it  intersects  or  strikes  Chats- 
worth  run,  and  thence  with  the  run  until  it  empties  itself  into  the  south 
west  branch  of  the  Fatapsco  river,  at  a  place  called  or  known  as 
Spring  Gardens.  But  however  desirable  the  object  now  under  con- 
sider tion  may  be,  and  could  be  executed  even  at  a  moderate  expense 
to  the  city,  yet  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  such  a  measure,  how- 
ever desirable,  cannot  be  recommended  at  this  time,  as  the  revenue 
and  funds  of  the  corporation  cannot  sustain  it. 

But  the  committee  take  occasion  to  observe,  that  if  the  place  they 
have  suggested,  or  any  other  more  suitable  could  be  carried  into  exe- 
cution, the  advantages  flowing  from  it  are  undeniable;  and  they  believe 
the  time  will  arrive  when  the  citizens  of  Baltimore  will  with  one  voice 
imperiously  demand  that  the  stream  or  channel  of  Jones'  Falls  shall 
be  changed,  and  its  course  diverted  in  some  other  direction.

To  the  Committee  of  the  City  Council  on  the  subject  of  the  Depot 
at  the  old  Alms  House  laid  off  for  the  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Co. 

Gentlemen, 

I  am  instructed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  state  that  it  is 
the  positive  intention  of  the  Company  to  construct  the  rail  road  to  or 
near  the  old  Alms  House,  so  soon  as  the  Westminster  branch  of  the 
railroad  shall  be  extended  far  enough  into  the  country  to  divert  the 
trade  from  the  present  channel  of  communication  to  the  rail  road,  as 
the  mode  of  its  transportation.  The  precise  period  at  which  this  will 
occur  cannot  be  exactly  stated,  and  in  the  meantime  the  uncertainty 
of  the  matter  may  be  prejudicial  to  the  public  interest  and  be  calcu- 
lated to  injure  the  sale  of  the  public  property  at  and  near  the  old 
Alms  House.  Nothing  could  be  further  from  the  wish  of  this  com- 
pany than  such  a  result.  If  therefore  it  should  be  thought  by  the  City 
Council,  that  under  existing  circumstances  the  holding  the  claim  to  this 
property  by  this  company,  would  be  calculated  to  embarrass  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  corporation  in  the  sale  of  the  lands  at  or  near  the 
old  Alms  House,  or  be  otherwise  injurious  to  the  public  interests, 
they  have  instructed  me  to  say,  that  they  would  feel  it  their  duty  to 
relinquish  the  grant  heretofore  made  by  the  corporation  to  this  insti- 
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tution  of  an  acre.  They  hope  however,  that  this  necessity  may  not 
exist,  and  that  the  City  Council  will  be  satisfied  that  the  branch  to 
the  old  Alms  House  will  be  constructed  in  time  sufficiently  early  to 
gratify  the  public  interest,  and  the  trade  of  the  western  end  of  the 
city.

Dear  Sir : — The  Committee  on  Rail  Roads  have  instructed  me  to 
propose  certain  queries  to  your  Board,  the  answers  to  which,  will 
materially  assist  their  deliberations  upon  many  important  questions 
now  before  them. 

They  wish  to  be  informed,  firstly :  Whether  if  the  City  Corpora- 
tion authorize  the  construction  of  branch  rail-ways,  collateral  to  your 
main  stem  in  Pratt  street,  upon  the  application  of  persons  unconnect- 
ed with  the  operations  your  Company,  you  will  after  the  construction 
of  such  branch  railways,  undertake  to  keep  them  in  good  repair  at 
the  charge  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company. 

Secondly  :  Will  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  permit  and  in- 
struct its  agents  to  superintend  the  cars  which  may  be  required  along 
the  said  branch  rail-ways,  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same 
circumstances  (as  far  as  may  be  conveniently  practicable)  as  they  are 
superintended  along  the  main  stem  ; — and  take  the  same  power  which 
may  be  used  to  draw  the  cars  along  the  main  stem,  to  continue  them 
along  the  branches? 

An  early  answer  is  respectfully  solicited,  as  we  hope  to  adjourn 
the  Councils  by  the  last  day  of  this  month.

Esteemed  friend — Thy  communication  of  the  22d  of  this  month 
was  duly  received  and  has  been  submitted  to  the  Directors  of  the  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company. 

The  Board  instruct  me,  in  reply,  to  state,  that  they  do  not  consider 
themselves  to  be  authorised  either  under  their  charter,  or  consistent- 
ly with  their  obligations  to  the  stockholders,  to  enter  into  any  en- 
gagements to  keep  in  good  repair  at  the  charge  of  this  Company,  such 
branch  or  lateral  rail-ways  as  individuals  or  other  bodies  may  construct 
either  within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  along  any  other  part  of  the 
line,  with  a  view  of  forming  a  connexion  with  the  main  stem  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road.  By  entering  into  snch  an  engagement 
the  Compauy  might  be  considered  as  having  committed  themselves 
to  a  system  which  would  involve  them  in  responsibilities  of  indefinite 
extent,  for  the  obligation  would  necessarily  apply  with  equal  force  to 
lateral  branches  connecting  with  the  road  as  well  beyond  as  within 
the  limits  of  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

The  Directors  will,  as  far  as  circumstances  and  further  experience 
may  enable  them,  give  every  reasonable  facility  in  their  power  to  the 
extension  of  the  trade  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  along  any 
line  of  branch  or  lateral  rail  way  which  the  city  may  authorise  to  he 
connected  with  their  main  stem,  provided  that  such  rail  ways  be  so 
constructed  as  to  atford  the  same  economy  and  facility  for  travelling 
as  the  main  line  of  the  road,  and  in  such  manner  as  not  to  occasion  ad- 
ditional cost  or  inconvenience  to  the  Company. 

The  Board  earnestly  solicit  the  attention  of  the  City  Corporation  to 
the  injuries  which  the  Company  now  suffer  from  idle  and  mischievous 
persons  wantonly  running  their  cars  over  the  rail-ways  in  the  streets, 
to  the  eminent  peril  of  their  own  lives,  as  well  as  damage  to  the  Com- 
pany. They  also  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  a  system  of  re- 
gulations being  adopted  for  the  government  of  the  trade  on  the  road 
within  the  city,  so  far  as  concerns  the  receipt  of  articles  upon  the  cars, 
and  the  delivery  of  freight  from  them  ;  and  they  further  solicit  the 
consideration  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  to  such  revision  of  the 
ordinance  now  in  force  respecting  the  travelling  upon  the  streets  with- 
in the  city,  as  will  confine  the  passing  of  wagons,  carriages,  drays, 
carts  and  other  vehicles  along  all  streets  on  which  rail-ways  may  be 
laid  down,  to  the  sides  of  such  streets,  and  so  as  to  keep  clear  of  the 
rail  track?.  A  regulation  to  this  effect  will  be  indispensable  to  the 
preservation  of  the  rail  ways  which  may  be  laid  down  within  the  city.

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Blair 
on  yesterday,  and  concurred  in. 

The  bill  was  then  passed  and  sent  to  the  second  branch. 

Mr.  Alricks  from  the  committee  delivered  the  following,  which  was 
read  a  first,  and  by  special  order  the  second  time. 

The  joint  Committee  on  streets  to  whom  were  referred  the  act  of 
Assembly  relative  to  closing  up  a  part  of  Liberty  street,  and  the  peti- 
tion of  William  Wilson,  and  the  Vestry  St.  Paul's  Parish,  and  also 
the  counter  petition  of  Andrew  Hack  and  others,  all  relating  to  the 
same  subject.,  respectfully  report,  That  this  part  of  Liberty  street  is 
situated  between  Saratoga  and  Mulberry  streets,  and  was  laid  out  and 
located  by  the  commissioners  appointed  under  the  12th  section  of  the 
act  of  1817,  ch.  148,  but  has  never  been  opened  as  provided  for  in  the 
16th  section  of  said  act.  The  act  referred  to  your  committee,  and 
which  requires  the  sanction  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  before  it 
can  take  effect,  repeals  the  16th  section  of  the  act  above  mentioned  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  Liberty  street,  and  thereby  forever  closes  this  street: 
The  petitioners  in  asking  the  sanction  of  the  Corporation  to  this  act, 
set  forth  that  they  are  the  proprietors  of  the  greatest  part  of  the  ground 
over  which  this  street  has  been  located  as  aforesaid,  that  it  is  of  great 
inconvenience  to  them  by  depriving  them  of  the  use  of  their  property, and 
further,  that  it  is  not  likely  ever  to  benefit  the  public'.  The  counter 
petition  on  the  other  hand  states,  that  it  is  a  public  benefit,  that  I  he 
opening  of  this  street  would  be  a  great  improvement  to  that  part  of  the 
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City,  and  that  they  have  considered  the  opening  of  it  under  the  act  of 
1817,  as  secured,  and  pray  that  the  Council  may  not  approve  of  the 
act  proposing-  to  close  it  up. — Your  committee  having  examined  the 
premises,  deem  the  opening-  of  this  street  a  great  public  benefit  and  an 
improvement  to  that  part  of  the  town,  and  more  than  commensurate 
with  the  expense  of  removing  the  obstructions  under  the  16th  section 
of  the  act  of  1817,  ch.  1 48.  When  opened  it  will  nearly  strike  Cathe- 
dral street,  and  will  be  an  outlet,  and  the  only  outlet,  for  those  resid- 
ing in  the  southern  section  of  Liberty  street,  to  the  country,  or  the 
northern  limits  of  the  city,  and  will  add  much  to  the  health  and  con- 
venience of  that  part  of  the  town;  and  if  not  opened  within  a  short  time, 
those  owning  property  to  be  taken  for  the  opening  thereof,  will  have 
just  cause  to  complain  of  a  hardship  in  being  deprived  of  the  use'  of 
their  property.  Fully  impressed  with  the  belief  that  the  street  will 
shoitly  be  opened  and  that  a  great  public  benefit  will  be  derived  there- 
from, and  that  ample  relief  will  then  be  afforded  the  petitioners  with- 
out injury  to  the  public,  we  would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  accompanying  resolution.

At  the  representations  from  those  meetings,  the  petitioners 
were  appointed  sub-marshals,  and  in  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of 
their  office  contracted  the  debts  for  which  they  have  been  held  liable 
in  their  individual  character,  and  which  they  have  been  compelled  to 

pay- 

The  claim  being  one  of  equity  alone,  affecting  two  private  individu- 
als, your  committee  consider  that  the  question,  whether,  or  how  far, 
the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  city  transcended  the  proper  bounda- 
ries of  his  authority,  is  one  which  does  not  materially  affect  the  claim 
of  the  petitioners.  Appointed  by  meetings  called  at  the  instance  of  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  acting  by  the  authority  of  those 
meetings,  they  contracted  debts  which  the  law  of  the  land  compelled 
them  to  pay  to  the  persons  with  whom  they  made  the  necessary  con- 
tracts, but  which  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee  should  be  refunded 
to  the  petitioners. 

If  the  chief  Executive  officer  of  the  corporation  made  an  undue  ex- 
ercise of  the  authority  with  which  he  was  invested  by  his  fellow-citi- 
zens, your  committee  considers  it  contrary  to  justice  and  equity,  that 
the  consequences  should  be  borne  by  two  individuals  who  were  acting 
at  the  instance  of  that  executive  officer,  and  the  citizens  in  general — 
who  contracted  the  debts  in  question  not  for  their  private  benefit  or 
pleasure,  but  for  the  benefit  and  gratification  of  the  city  in  general, 
and  for  objects  in  which  the  whole  population  of  Baltimore  participat- 
ed. 

They  therefore  offer  the  subjoined  resolution.

out the  city;  and  whereas,  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  rail  road  company 
have,  through  their  President,  expressed  their  disposition  to  "give 
every  reasonable  facility  in  their  power  to  the  extension  of  the  trade 
of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  rail  road,  along  any  line  of  branch  rail  way, 
which  the  city  may  authorise  to  be  connected  with  their  main  stem, 
provided  that  such  rail  ways  be  so  constructed  as  to  afford  the  same  e- 
conomy  and  facility  for  travelling  as  the  main  line  of  the  road,  and  in 
such  manner  as  not  to  occasion  additional  cost  or  inconvenience  to  the 
company." 

At  the  end  of  the  1st  section,  add,  "or  from  Pratt  street  along 
Light  street  wharf  to  Lee  street." 

In  the  4th  section,  11th  line,  before  the  word  "cost,"  insert  "dama- 
ges and". 

A  message  was  received  from  the  second  branch,  proposing  when 
the  city  council  adjourn  this  evening  it  adjourn  to  Friday  next,  which 
was  concurred  in,  and  the  second  branch  informed  by  message. 

The  second  branch  returned  the  resolution  authorising  the  erection 
of  a  bridge  across  west  Lexington  street;

Gentlemen  of  the  First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council— 

I  perceive  by  your  proceedings  as  published,  that  you  contem- 
plate adjourning  sint  die  this  day — and  also  that  the  proposition  to 
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make  an  appropriation  for  carrying  into  effect  the  ordinance  relative  to 
dogs,  has  been  disapproved.  That  ordinance  was  made  at  a  time  of 
considerable  excitement  among  our  fellow  citizens,  viz:  the  23d  of 
August  last,  and  contained  an  appropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
to  carry  its  provisions  into  effect.  Upwards  of  six  hundred  dollars 
was  expended  last  year,  and  although  by  the  ordinance,  dogs  are  pro- 
hibited from  running  at  large  from  the  first  day  of  June,  to  the  first 
day  of  October  in  each  year,  yet  without  an  appropriation  the  ordi- 
nance must  become  a  dead  letter.  I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  call 
your  attention  to  this  subject,  in  order  to  ascertain  your  determination 
upon  it.  If  no  appropriation  is  made,  the  ordinance  had  better  be  re- 
pealed, as  its  provisions  cannot  be  carried  into  effect  without  consid- 
erable expense,  and  the  appropriation  contained  in  the  bill  was  confin- 
ed to  the  disbursements  of  the  year  of  its  enactment,  which  fact  may 
have  escaped  your  notice.

I  have  been  induced  to  convene  you  at  this  time,  from  the  solicitation 
of  a  convention  of  our  fellow -citizens,  who  are  desirous  of  effectually 
preventing  dogs  going  at  large  in  our  City,  during  the  warm  season  of 
the  year. 

By  reference  to  the  existing  ordinances  upon  that  subject,  you  will 
perceive  that  all  the  power  that  has  been  delegated  to  me,  has  been 
exerted :  and  yet  the  evil  is  not  eradicated. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  to  your  consideration,  the  passage  of 
such  an  ordinance,  as  you  in  your  wisdom  may  deem  expedient,  au- 
thorising the  compensating  of  persons  for  enforcing  the  proclamation 
and  destroying  dogs  found  running  at  large  during  the  time  they  are 
prohibited,  and  that  a  sufficient  sum  be  appropriated  to  be  paid  to 
such  persons  as  maybe  selected  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  city,  and  proclamations,  with  energy  and  decision. 

The  Bailiffs  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  the  proclama- 
tions and  ordinances  of  the  city,  but  you  are  aware  that  they  receive 
no  compensation  for  that  service ;  all  their  pay  arises  for  attendance 
npon  the  the  different  Markets,  &c.  and  is,  in  my  opinion  inadequate 
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to  the  duties  they  are  required  to  perform.  If  the  city  expeet  good 
and  efficient  officers,  they  must  compensate  them  liberally.

Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council. 

I  have  been  induced  to  convene  you  at  this  time,  in  consequence 
of  the  appropriation  made  at  the  last  annual  session,  for  lighting  and 
watching  the  city,  being  found  insufficient  to  pay  the  necessary  and  in- 
dispensable disbursements  for  that  department  of  the  City  Police. 

I  also  rind  that  the  accounts  for  lighting  and  watching  the  city,  have 
been  closed  on  the  last  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year — I 
would,  therefore,  respectfully  suggest  the  expediency  of  making  a  suf- 
ficient appropriation  for  the  remainder  of  this  year,  and  hereafter  have 
the  accounts  closed  on  the  last  day  of  December  annually,  for  that  de- 
partment, as  is  now  done  for  the  general  expenditures  of  the  city. 

I  would  likewise  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  that  we  have  ha*1 
one  more  election  in  the  city  this  year  than  usual,  (viz:  an  election  of 
the  Senate  of  Maryland;)  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  said  election 
requires  a  small  additional  appropriation. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

MONDAY,  January  2d,  1832. 


The  Branch  met  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  charter,  being 
the  first  Monday  in  January.  Present,  P.  Moore,  Esq.  President, 
and  all  the  members  except  Mr.  S.  Moore. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  First  Branch,  proposing  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  joint  committee  to  wait  on  the  Mayor  and  inform  him 
that  the  Councils  are  in  session,  and  ready  to  receive  any  communi- 
cation that  he  may  have  to  make,  and  appointing  on  their  part  Messrs. 
Hubbard  and  Roney. 

This  Branch  assented,  and  appointed  Mr.  Grafton. 

Mr.  SchaefFer  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read 
the  first,  and  by  special  order  the  second  time,  concurred  in,  and  sent 
to  the  First  Branch: 

RESOLVED  by  both  branches  of  the  City  Council,  That  the  time 
of  meeting  shall  be  at  3  o'clock,  P.  M.  during  this  session. 

The  First  Branch  returned  the  same,  endorsed  "concurred  in  with 
the  proposed  amendment." 

Amendment  proposed: 
"Strike  out  3,  and  insert  half  past  3." 

The  following  Communication  was  received  from  the  Mayor, 
and  read : 

MAYOR'S  OFFICE, 
Baltimore,  January  2nd,  1832. 

Gentlemen  of  the  First  and 

Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council: 

An  all-wise  Providence  has  afforded  you  another 
opportunity  to  assemble  together  in  annual  session,  to  take  into  consid- 
eration the  general  welfare  of  our  city.  It  therefore  becomes  my  du- 
ty, in  conformity  with  the  charter  of  the  city,  to  direct  your  attention 
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to  such  subjects  as  may  suggest  themselves  to  my  mind  requiring  your 
attention. 

The  health  of  the  city  has  been  unusually  good  throughout  the  pre- 
ceding year.  Notwithstanding  the  general  vaccination  that  was  or- 
dered at  the  annual  session,  there  have  been  a  number  of  cases  of  small 
pox.  owing  to  the  continual  influx  of  strangers  to  our  city,  and  the  re- 
fusal on  the  part  of  many  individuals  to  become  vaccinated,  when  re- 
quested by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Physicians.  The  Board  has  been 
actively  and  constantly  engaged  in  endeavouring  to  eradicate  the  dis- 
ease; they  have  not,  however,  been  able  to  effect  it  entirely.  I  would 
therefore  recommend  that  there  should  be  an  immediate  vaccination 
throughout  the  city,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health;  and 
if  means  can  be  devised  to  induce  every  person  not  heretofore  vacci- 
nated, or  inoculated,  to  permit  the  physician  to  vaccinate  them,  it  would 
be  advisable  to  enforce  such  a  salutary  preventive.  Every  physician 
within  the  city  should  also  be  required,  under  a  penalty,  to  communi- 
cate to  the  Board  of  Health,  within  a  limited  period,  every  case  of 
Small  Pox  that  comes  under  his  immediate  knowledge,  so  that  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinances,  providing  for  such  cases,  may  be  made 
to  have  their  salutary  influence. 

In  accordance  with  resolution  No.  6,  approved  January  24th,  1831, 
I  have  effected  an  arrangement  with  Cumberland  Dugan,  Esq.  for  the 
repairs  of  Dugan's  wharf;  while  the  work  wras  progressing,  and  after 
all  the  contracts  were  made  for  the  repairs,  I  received  the  decision  of 
the  Chancellor  of  Maryland  relative  to  said  wharf,  which  is  herewith 
submitted.  It  appears  to  me,  that  if  the  city  be  prohibited  from  col- 
lecting as  much  wharfage  as  will  keep  it  in  repair,  the  whole  must  go 
to  ruin.  The  state  of  Maryland,  as  well  as  the  city  of  Baltimore,  is 
interested  in  the  preservation  of  that  dock,  for  it  is  in  possession  of 
from  five  to  six  hundred  feet,  fronting  on  Dugan's  wharf.  I  would 
therefore  recommend  making  application  to  the  legislature  of  Mary- 
land, for  the  grant  of  an  authority  to  collect  wharfage  upon  the  public 
streets,  fronting  or  binding  on  the  water. 

The  Register  of  the  City  will  hand  you  his  summary  for  the  past 
year,  by  which  you  will  perceive,  that  although  the  collections  have 
been  proportionably  better  than  they  were  the  preceding  year,  yet 
the  amount  has  been  less,  owing  to  the  direct  Tax  having  been  reduc- 
ed to  2  3-8,  instead  of  3  per  cent,  as  it  was  in  1830.  I  am  well  aware 
that  the  cause  of  the  reduction  was  the  passage  of  a  law  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature  of  Maryland,  restricting  the  Mayor  and  Ci- 
ty Council  to  an  amount  less  than  their  ordinary  expenses,  without  ma- 
king any  provision  for  the  magnificent  Public  Works  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore is  patronising.  I  would  therefore  recommend  soliciting  the  re- 
peal of  that  part  of  the  law  alluded  to,  believing  that  the  city  authorities 
of  Baltimore  will  never  increase  the  tax  so  as  to  render  it  oppressive 
to  their  fellow  citizens. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Executive  of  Maryland  t<* 
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extend  the  limits  of  direct  taxation  within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  have 
performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  have  returned  to  the  Register 
of  the  city  a  plot  upon  which  is  designated  the  extended  limits  as  de- 
termined hy  them  ;  some  provision  wiii  be  necessary  by  the  Council, 
to  enable  the  collector  to  extend  his  authority  to  collect  the  direct  tax 
to  the  property  included  within  the  iimits  as  extended,  and  beyond  the 
line  of  direct  taxation  as  heretofore  designated. 

Herewith  is  transmitted  the  Filth  Annual  Report  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company.  They  have  made  extraordinary 
exertions  in  extending  their  Road  the  past  season;  on  the  first  day 
of  December  last,  the  road  was  opened  to  the  city  of  Frederick,  a 
distance  of  sixty  miles.,  on  which  occasion,  such  members  of  the  City 
Council  as  could  make  it  convenient,  and  myself,  availed  ourselves 
of  the  polite  invitation  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Frederick, 
to  partake  of  a  public  dinner  on  that  day,  in  the  city  of  Frederick. — 
The  cordial  and  polite  manner  in  which  we  were  received  by  the  May- 
or and  City  Council  and  citizens  of  Frederick,  was  extremely  gratify- 
ing to  us,  and  complimentary  to  our  city. —  I  hope  we  will  have  an 
opportunity  at  no  very  distant  day,  to  reciprocate  their  politeness. 
The  President  and  Directors  of  this  Company  have,  by  permission 
granted  at  your  Annual  Session,  extended  a  line  of  Rail  Road  down 
Pratt  street,  as  far  as  Cheapside  street,  but  were  prevented  from  pro- 
gressing further  this  season,  in  consequence  of  the  severity  of  the 
weather. — They  have  made  contracts  and  preparations  for  carrying 
the  road  as  far  as  Market  Space  this  winter, — To  the  extent  they 
have  already  constructed  the  road,  there  appears  to  be  no  obstruction 
caused  by  the  rails  in  the  ordinary  business  of  the  street,  but  on  the 
contrary,  there  are  many  who  desire  to  have  the  Rail  Road  laid  in 
streets  for  which  the  Council  have  not  given  permission. — To  provide 
for  such  cases  in  future,  I  would  recommend  the  passage  of  an  Ordi- 
nance giving  authority  to  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company,  to  lay  down  a  single  track,  in  any  of 
the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  city,  under  certain  conditions  and  re- 
strictions, and  thereby  obviate  the  necessity  of  applying  in  each  par- 
ticular case  for  such  permission.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  permit 
the  Company  to  construct  of  wood  instead  of  stone,  that,  part  of  the 
road  heretofore  authorised,  which  lies  between  Stiles  street,  on  Presi- 
dent street,  and  the  city  property  inclusive,  in  consequence  of  the 
ground  having  been  recently  made,  and  not  sufficiently  settled  to  re- 
ceive stone  rails,  as  required  by  the  Ordinance  authorising  them  to  ex- 
tend the  road  through  the  city. — An  appropriation  will  also  be  re- 
quired, to  enable  the  City  Commissioners  to  have  President  street  fill- 
ed up,  sufficiently  high  to  receive  the  rails,  and  also  part  of  Wilkes 
street,  so  as  to  facilitate  the  travelling  across  President  street,  when 
the  rails  are  laid  on  it,  as  required  by  Ordinance. 

Herewith  you  will  receive  the  fourth  annual  report  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Susquehanna  Rail  road  Company,  by  which  you  will  perceive 
that  they  are  progressing  with  their  enterprise.    Seven  miles  of  the. 
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road  have  been  in  operation  for  a  considerable  time  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  and  merchandise.  The  President  and  Directors 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  given  by  ordinance  to  call  on 
the  city  for  the  whole  of  the  subscription  heretofore  made  by  the  city 
to  their  company,  having  previously  however  complied  with  all  the 
prerequisites  of  the  ordinance.  I  have  therefore  paid  over  to  them,  the 
whole  subscription  of  the  city,  to  the  amount  of  Sixty  Thousand  Dol- 
lars, in  advance,  they  paying  the  interest  upon  the  amount  advanced, 
until  the  city  shall  be  required  in  common  with  other  stockholders  to 
pay  the  same  by  instalments,  as  contemplated  by  ordinance. 

The  experience  that  we  have  obtained  in  laying  the  stone  rails 
through  our  streets,  must  satisfy  every  mind,  that  a  comparatively  small 
appropriation,  would  have  enabled  the  City  Commissioners  to  reset  the 
kirb-stones,  and  repave  those  parts  of  the  streets  which  were  left  by 
the  Rail-road  company  untouched,  but  requiring  repaving.  I  would 
therefore  recommend  an  annual  appropriation  for  such  cases,  sufficient 
to  enable  the  City  Commissioners  to  make  a  thorough  repair  of  such 
6treets  as  the  Rail-roads  may  be  carried  through  hereafter. 

The  dilapidated  state  of  the  Draw-bridge  connecting  the  City  Block 
with  Fell's  Point,  will  require  a  large  expenditure  to  repair  it  tho- 
roughly; I  would  therefore  recommend  taking  it  away  altogether,  and 
substituting  in  lieu  thereof,  a  Pivot  Bridge,  at  the  mouth  of  Jones' 
Falls,  either  at  Alice- Anna  street,  or  Lancaster  street;  if  at  the  latter, 
then  it  will  be  proper  to  increase  the  width  of  that  street,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  the  whole  front  of  the  public  property;  so  as  to  render  it  nine- 
ty or  one  hundred  feet  wide.  I  would  also  recommend  the  closing  up 
entirely  of  the  docks  originally  contemplated  through  the  city  proper- 
ty, and  conveying  the  water  that  now  passes  down  Canal  street,  by 
means  of  a  tunnel,  into  the  City  dock;  and  further,  I  would  advise  the 
filling  up  of  the  City  Dock  to  the  eastward  of  Canal  street.  To  avoid 
the  possibility  of  any  contest,  about  the  ownership  of  water  rights, 
binding  on  said  dock,  and  contiguous  thereto,  I  would  recommend  so- 
liciting the  legislature  to  pass  a  law  providing  against  any  contingency 
of  the  kind  that  might  occur.  It  would  be  well  to  purchase  for  the 
use  of  the  city,  the  sunken  lots,  so  as  to  entirely  remove  the  probabi- 
lity of  any  disease  arising  from  the  situation  of  the  property  heretofore 
denominated  the  "Cove." 

At  the  close  of  your  last  annual  session,  I  took  the  liberty  of  calling 
your  attention  to  the  situation  of  Water  street,  near  Jones'  Falls;  the 
obstructions  are  still  remaining  in  the  street,  and  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty upon  the  street,  east  and  west,  have  paid  the  full  amount  of  dam- 
ages required  of  them.  If  the  city  authorities  do  not  make  an  exer- 
tion to  complete  what  has  been  commenced,  I  cannot  conceive  how  it 
is  ever  to  be  accomplished.  I  would  therefore  recommend  attempt- 
ing to  bring  about  a  compromise  with  the  persons  concerned,  and  at 
whose  instance  the  impediments  are  permitted  to  remain,  in  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  deemed  most  advisable. 
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The  Mud  Machines  have  been  actively  and  advantageously  em- 
ployed during  the  past  year.  The  navigation  of  the  harbour  has  been 
considerably  improved,  and  in  many  parts  the  width  of  the  channel 
has  been  increased.  One  of  the  machines  has  been  employed  in  deep- 
ening the  navigation  at  the  south  end  of  Washington  street,  Fell's 
Point ;  and  much  yet  remains  to  be  done  in  that  vicinity  to  obtain  the 
original  depth  of  water  : — If  it  were  practicable  to  procure  a  place  of 
deposit  for  the  sediment  in  that  neighbourhood,  instead  of  scowing  it 
round  to  the  "  Cove,"  as  at  present,  considerable  expense  would  be 
saved  by  the  city. 

In  accordance  with  Resolution  No.  62,  approved  April  21st,  1831, 
the  presidents  of  the  City  Council  and  myself  made  an  amicable  ar- 
rangement with  Gen.  Wm.  McDonald,  by  which  he,  his  heirs  or  as- 
signs, are  permitted  upon  certain  conditions,  to  occupy  the  south  end 
of  South  street  wharf,  for  ten  years  from  the  first  instant,  as  by  refer- 
ence to  the  contract  will  more  fully  appear.  The  extension  of  the 
wharf,  and  the  workmanship  of  the  walling,  and  pavement,  seem  to  be 
well,  and  permanently  finished. 

The  enterprise  in  which  many  of  our  citizens  are  engaged,  in  regard 
to  keeping  our  navigation  open  during  the  severest  winter,  by  means 
of  a  Steam  Tow  Boat,  merits,  and  I  am  sure  it  will  meet  every  encou- 
ragement from  your  hands ;  there  would,  in  such  an  event,  seem  to  be 
nothing  wanting  to  give  us,  even  in  the  severest  weather  of  winter,  all 
the  advantages  contemplated  by  our  Rail  Roads ;  and  in  this  particu- 
lar, even  more  than  was  originally  contemplated  in  behalf  of  the  city. 
If  required  you  surely  will  patronise  the  undertaking,  as  it  will  be  a 
public  benefit  to  our  city,  to  keep  the  navigation  open  to  the  sea 
throughout  the  year. 

The  authority  for  renting  the  city  Fish  Houses  expires  on  the  1st 
of  May  next — I  would  suggest  the  expediency  of  renting  them  for  a 
longer  period  than  one  year,  if  sufficient  inducement  were  offered. — 
The  wharf  attached  to  that  property  requires  considerable  repairs. 

Considerable  difficulty  has  arisen,  and  expense  incurred  at  the  Put- 
lie  Spring,  corner  of  Charles  and  Camden  streets,  on  account  of  the 
pipe  that  carries  off  the  waste  water  becoming  so  obstructed  as  to 
prevent  the  water  passing  from  the  spring — I  would  suggest  the  expe- 
diency of  authorising  the  Water  Company  to  make  such  fixtures,  as 
will  enable  the  City  Commissioners  to  clear  out  any  future  obstruc- 
tions in  the  pipe,  by  turning  a  head  of  water  on  it,  whenever  it  may' 
in  future  occur. 

The  Springs  at  the  intersection  of  Washington  and  Gough  streets, 
have  been  collected,  and  secured,  as  required  by  Resolution  No.  55, 
approved  April  8th,  1831.  The  pipe  had  been  laid  as  far  as  Market 
street,  when  the  Commissioners  found  that  the  appropriation  would 
not  enable  them  to  incur  any  further  expenditure.  It  will  be  necessa- 
ry to  make  an  additional  appropriation,  so  as  to  complete  the  work, 
as  originally  contemplated  by  the  Council. 
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The  Ordinances  for  the  erection  of  Gas  Lamps  has  been  but  par- 
tially executed,  about  one  half  of  the  number  authorised,  have  been 
erected;  and  we  suspended  the  completion  of  the  whole  number  re- 
quired by  Ordinance,  in  consequence  of  the  inability  of  the  Gas  Com- 
pany to  furnish  a  sufficiency  of  Gas  until  their  lower  Gasometer  was 
completed,  which  will  probably  he  the  case  in  a  few  weeks ;  then  the. 
erection  will  be  resumed,  as  contemplated  by  Ordinances. 

The  vigilance  of  our  Fire  Companies  continue  unabated,  and  their 
usefulness  must  be  acknowledged  by  all,  yet  there  are  some  irregular- 
ities among  them,  which  should  be  corrected. — I  allude  particularly  to 
the  practice  of  running  part  of  their  apparatus  on  the  foot  pavements, 
to  the  great  annoyance  of  the  passengers  on  the  streets,  and  to  the  inju- 
ry of  private  property,  by  breaking  and  mutilating  it. — They  should 
be  prohibited  from  running  their  apparatus  on  the  foot  pavements  un- 
der severe  penalties. 

The  old  Alms  House  property  was  rented  as  authorised  by  you, 
until  the  1st  November  last,  when  the  authority  ceased  ;  I  would  sug- 
gest the  propriety  of  authorising  the  renting  that  property  from  time 
to  time,  as  may  best  promote  the  interests  of  the  city. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  practice  of  selling  and 
shooting  Crackers  within  the  limits  of  our  city. — I  am  satisfied  myself 
that  the  only  preventive  will  be  to  prohibit  their  sale  within  our  ci- 
ty, under  heavy  penalties. — Those  who  shoot  them  off,  are  frequently 
too  young  to  be  aware  of  their  pernicious  consequences;  or  regardless 
of  the  evil  resulting  from  its  indulgence. 

I  would  suggest  for  your  consideration  the  expediency  of  building 
an  Armory  on  the  lot  of  ground  owned  by  the  city,  on  part  of  which 
the  Belvidere  street  Watch  House  is  erected;  the  construction  of  an  Ar- 
mory so  contiguous  to  our  City  Police,  would  always  render  it  secure. 
The  Western  W atch  house  is  now  located  in  a  rented  hou^e;  I  would  ad- 
vise the  purchase  of  a  suitable  lot  of  ground,  and  the  building  of  an 
Armory  over  the  Watch  House  for  that  district.  You  have  authorised 
the  Mayor  to  increase  the  number  of  Watchmen,  whenever  it  may  he 
found  necessary,  but  you  have  made  no  provision  for  an  increased 
number  of  Officers. — I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  that 
subject;  as  the  limits  of  Direct  Taxation  have  been  increased,  it  is  prob- 
able you  may  also  require  the  number  of  Wralchmen  enlarged,  in  which 
case  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  number  of  Lieutenants  should  be  a^o  in- 
creased to  four ,  requiring  two  to  be  on  duty  every  night.  The 
Watch  House  in  the  Eastern  District  is  owned  by  the  city,  and  has  an 
Armory  over  it,  and  my  suggestion  is,  to  make  the  other  two  Watcb 
Houses,  similar  in  this  respect,  to  the  Eastern. 

The  Trustees  for  the  Poor   of  Baltimore  City  and  County  have 
presented  their  Annual  Rpport,  which  is  herewith  submitted.  The 
continued  improvement  in  that  establishment  is  highly  creditable  to  the  n 
gentlemen  who  have  the  management  of  its  concerns,  and  the  excellent 
discipline  that  they  have  introduced,  has  tended  greatly  to  the  decrease 
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<ii  expense.  Their  report  will  be  examined  by  you  with  increased 
interest. 

The  City  Commissioners,  Port  Wardens,  Commissioners  of  Health, 
Consulting-  Physician,  and  Health  Officer,  have  severally  presented 
their  Annual  Reports  ;  they  are  herewith  submitted  for  your  consid- 
eration. I  will  however  take  occasion  to  observe,  that  their  respec- 
tive duties  have  been  performed  with  vigilance  and  alacrity,  to  my 
entire  satisfaction,  and  highly  beneficial  to  the  great  interests  of  the 
City. 

The  following  statement  taken  from  the  books  of  the  Register  of 
the  City,  will  serve  to  shew  the  amount  of  the  city  stock  debt,  at  the 
close  of  the  year  1831,  viz:

Gentlemen  of  the  First  Branch — 

We  have  received  your  message,  requesting  us  to  reconsider 
and  pass  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  additional  supplement  to  an  ordi- 
nance for  the  appointment  of  a  Register  of  the  City,  and  prescribing 
his  duties;"  and  having  duly  considered  the  same,  we  are  willing  to 
give  you  every  credit  for  the  motives  which  influenced  your  decision 
on  that  bill,  but  at  the  same  time  entertaining  views  of  the  subject  to- 
tally at  variance  with  your  vote — we  will  take  the  liberty  of  here  stat- 
ing some  of  them — first,  it  must  be  admitted  by  every  member  of  the 
Councils,  that  bills  and  resolutions  have,  or  will  pass  the  present  ses- 
sion, which  will  absorb  every  cent,  and  more  than  can  possibly  be 
collected  into  the  treasury,  from  all  sources  of  revenue  the  city  has  at 
its  command.  Second- — It  is  an  admitted  fact,  that  the  city,  at  the 
beginning  of  this  month,  had  not  one  dollar  to  its  credit  in  bank,  but 
on  the  contrary  had  over-checked ;  and  until  the  Collector  can  make 
returns  from  the  outstanding  taxes  of  former  years,  and  receipts  from 
other  sources  come  in,  such  will  continue  to  be  the  case,  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent.    Thirdly — When  the  tax  bills  for  this  year  are  distri- 
buted, it  must  be  admitted,  that  if  one  half  the  amount  is  collected 
within  the  year,  it  will  be  as  much  as  ought  to  be  relied  on  from  that 
source ;  for  every  person  is  aware  of  the  great  difficulties  which  ex- 
ist in  collecting  private  accounts,  and  it  is  understood  that  with  pub- 
lic accounts,  an  indulgence  has  always  been  given,  in  what  have  been 
called,  "good  times  ;"  how  much  more  then  will  it  become  necessary, 
on  the  part  of  the  City  Collector  to  favor  those,  who,  from  the  harras- 
sing  times  we  now  experience,  cannot  meet  his  demands  within  the 
period  limited  by  ordinance  for  the  payment  of  taxes — these  consid- 
erations alone  therefore  prevent  our  complying  with  your  request, 
because,  from  them,  we  are  satisfied  that  the  city  will  not  have  such 
an  account  during  the  present  year,  as  will  leave  a  balance  in  its  fa- 
vour. 

We  cannot,  however,  close  our  reply  without  respectfully  advert- 
ing to  the  concluding  part  of  your  message — where  you  take  occasion 
to  say,  that  if  the  Bank  of  Baltimore  have  granted  favors  to  the  city, 
that  those  obligations  have  all  been  cancelled,  by  the  value  of  the  Ci- 
ty's account. — We  are  constrained  to  believe  that  in  coming  to  this 
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conclusion,  you  do  not  set  a  just  estimate  on  the  valuable  services  that 
institution  has  rendered  to  the  city — lor,  facts  have  come  within  our 
kn  w  ledge  ol*  kind  acts  l>e;ng  extended,  (and  this  too  when  there  was 
no  such  thing*  ever  dreamt  of,  as  a  bank  offering  an  interest  on  depo- 
sitee,) which  will  never  be  obliterated  from  our  memories. 

1 1  pqn  a  review,  therefore,  of  the  whole  question,  we  beg  leave  with 
all  due  deference,  to  dissent  from  your  bill,  not  believing  it  to  be  good 
policy,  for  a  small  consideration  and  seemingly  specious  offer,  which 
we  understand  have  been  held  out  by  some  institutions,  that  the  ac- 
count of  the  city  should  at  this  time  be  withdrawn  from  one,  where  its 
interests  have  invariably  been  consulted  and  promoted.

titled, An  act  relating  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  31st  March,  1830.  And  pro- 
vided further,  that  the  application  of  Watchman  &  Bratt  and  others, 
presented  at  this^session,  be  filed  in  the  City  Commissioners'  office,  and 
the  alteration  which  may  be  made,  be  entered  in  the  grade  book  of  said 
commissioners.
